NEW YORK, April 16 (AP)—The 
United Nations Security Council 
today postponed action on Rus- 
sia’s proposal for dro®ping the So- 
viet-Iranian case and adjourned 


until tomorrow when it will take 
up Poland’s charges against 
Franco Spain. 

The gecision on the Iranian is- 
gue came after Secretary General 
Trygve Lie submitted a memoran- 
dum expressing doubt that the 
Council could legally keep the case 
on its agenda. He noted that the 
Council had not declared a dispute 
existed, that the governments had 
announced an agreement and that 
Iran had withdrawn the case. 

The Council referred the Lie 
memorandum to its committee of 
experts for a report within two 
days. This could bring the matter 
up again Thursday. 

Dr. Quo Tai-chi, chairman, an- 
nounced the Council would meet 
at 3 p.m. tomorrow. The decision 
to tackle the Spanish question at 
that time was made after France, 
Russia and Poland joined in ask- 
ing immediate consideration of 
Polish charges that Spain is en- 
dangering world peace and har- 
boring Nazi scientists doing re- 
search on new war weapons. 

French Compromise Plan. 

Eight delegat.s lined up yester- 
Gay and today against Russia’s 
demand that the Council immedi- 
ately dismiss the Sovi€t-Iranian 
case. Russia and Poland stand 
toge.her on the issue.

The Counch saw a brief recur- 
rence of the bitterness — that 
marked its session late yesterday 
when tle Soviet delegate, Andrei 
A. Gromyko, expressed “doubt” 
that the Unit 1 States and Britain 
wanted a peaceful settlement of 
the Iranian case. 

Edward R. Stettinius Jr., the 
‘American delegate, repeating that 
his government still thought it 
unwise to drop 
charged that Gromyko had “ques- 
tioned the motives of the United 
States.” Stettinius said he regret- 
ted the Soviet action. 

He declared the Council could 
not ignore the fact that “the sud- 
den reversal of the Iranian po- 
sition occurred while Soviet troops 
still were physically in Iran.” 

Stettinius said his opposition to 
the Soviet proposal did not in any 
way mean that the United States 
questioned Russia’s integrity. 

Gromyko Speaks Again. 

Gromyko, who followed Stet- 
tinijus and closed the discussion, 
said that Russia and Iran have 
reached an agreement on all 
points and that both the Soviet 
and Iranian governments wanted 
the case dropped.

The two officers told him, Moore 
said, that the company was free 
of debt except for current obliga- 
tions. However, his petition said, 
the firm owed $97,290, which had 
been pledged by the Coin Machine 
Acceptance Corp. of Chicago. 
Documents ° signed by Moore 
when he purchased the stock, his 
petition said, turned out to be 
chattel mortgages, prepared and 
executed by the amusement con- 
cern. The mortgages, he said, are 
now held by the Brandt company. 
Records of the amusement .com- 
pany showed, Moore charged, that 
his $22,500 was listed as a credit 
to the company’s $97,290 loan from 
the acceptance firm. The petition 
alleged that the officers of the 
amusement company used the $97,- 
290 for their own purposes and nof 
for the good of the amusement 
company. 

Frank L. Ramacciotti, chairman 
of the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners and attorney for 
Brandt, said Moore signed no blank 
documents that -he later discovered 
to be mortgages. 

Moore’s resignation as_ chief 
deputy sheriff came by mail in 
March, 1945, to Sheriff Dougherty, 
after the Post-Dispatch disclosed 
that Moore once had been indict- 
ed on a murder charge. 


FATHER ARRESTED

Says He Punished Child 
With 14-Inch Stick for

W. T. McFarland, whose 6-year- 
old son, Donal4, told police his fa- 
ther beat him severely last night 
with a board, was arrested today 
and booked for common assault. 

Police said M.Farland, 23-year- 
‘Old war veteran, admitted beating 
the child with a 14-inch stick in 
the basement of their home at 
3515 North Ninth street. He said 
he punished the child for failure 
to give a note to his kindergarten 
teacher at Clay school explaining 
a previous absence from class and 
also for stealing change left in the 
house fcr the iceman. 

Bruised from head to ankles, 
Donald was sent to City Hospital 
by police after he was taken to the 
Penrose Police Station shortly be— 
fore noon by his grandmother, 
Mrs. Della Arnold, who said she 
found the boy playing in the rear 
of her home at 4126A North 
Eleventh street. 

McFarland told police he and his 
wife are employed and they leave 
Donald alone in the house after 
they depart for work about 7 
o’clock. The boy attends schoo! inh 
the afternoons. McFarland said he 
frequently whipped the child for 
stealing small sums of money left 
around the house and. he admitted 
also, police said, slapping his wife 
on several occasions. 

His wife, Mrs. Dorothy McFar- 
land, told police she found her 
son huddled in a clothes closet, 
crying, when she arrived home 
from work in a shoe factory about 
6:30 p.m. yesterday. 

She added that she did “not re- 
port the matter to police because 
she was afraid of her husband, 
who, she said, also had beaten her 
“on more than one occasion.” He 
often quarreled with her for hav- 
ing saved only $4000 from her 
$200 monthly allotment during his 
six years of Army service, she 
said. 

McFarland was discharged from 
the Army last October and has 
been employed as a chemical 
worker. . 

Donald said he was ashamed to: 
go to school today because of his 
appearance and, instead, went to 


his grandmother’s home. 


Mrs. Roosevelt Cuts Red Tape, 
Helps British Girl Join Blind G.I. 


WALTHAM, Mass., April 16 
(UP)—It was outside a fish and 
chip shop in bomb-blasted Eng- 


land of 1942 that boy met girl— 
and he saw her for seven con- 
secutive days. 

That was the last time G.& Joe 

Lazaro of Waltham ever saw 
Edna Louise Basnett of Prescot, 
England, though they hope to be 
together for the rest of their lives. 
Lazaro was blinded by a Nazi 
landmine outside Florence, Italy, 
Sept. 8, 1945. For him that was 
the end of everything. 
It was many weeks before La- 
zaro mustered enough courage to 
write, telling of the tragedy and 
releasing the girl from her promise 
to wed. : 

“The trouble was, she couldn’t 
see it my way—she still wanted 
to marry me even if I didn’t have 
any eyes,” Lazaro recounted. 


He was shipped home to con- 
valesce and he wrote her again 


to “forget it all.” 

“I did everything I could to get 
@ passport and passage to Amer- 
ica,” said Miss Basnett, taking 
up the story as she sat in Lazaro’'s 
home here holding his hand, 

“Then your Mrs, Roosevelt ae 
over to England for the United 
Nations meeting and I thought 
maybe she would help me so I 
wrote her a letter.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt responded, cut- 
ting red tape and smoothing the 
way, and the girl reached Lazaro’s 
home last Wednesday. The for- 
mer G.I; was released Friday from 
an Avon (Conn.) hospital where 
he had been trying sculpturing as 
a hobby. 

“We're going to be married next 
month—May is such a _ pretty 
time,” said Miss Basnett. “The 
first person we will invite to the 
wedding will be Mrs. Roosevelt.”

WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
Stabilizer Chester 
Bowles said today any increase in 
coal prices as a result of a strike 
settlement would be fixed strictly 
on the basis of the Administra- 
tion’s wage stabilization policies, 
There will be “no roundabout 
methods,” he t@d Senator Cape- 
hart (Rep.), Indiana, in testimony 
before the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee on legislation to continue 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion for a year beyond June 30. 
“Suppose the operators and the 
union get together on a 20 per 
cent increase in wages and the 


+ 


-operators ask for a $5 increase in 


the price of coal?” Capehart 
asked, 

Bowles replied it would be up 
to the Wage Stabilization Board 
to say what part of the wage in- 
crease could be approved as the 
basis for a price increase. 

‘No Exceptions.’ 

“I want to say very frankly,” he 
continued, “that we are not going 
beyond the amount approvable. 
There will be no exceptions as far 
as we are concerned from the 
Wage Stabilization Program.” 

The hearings neared the shout- 
ing stage at times in brisk ex- 
changes between Bowles and Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 

Taft remarked at one point that 
if he were OPA administrator, “I 
would revoke tomorrow all price 
controls on two-thirds of the 
commodities.” 

Bowles suggested that in such 
an event, the OPA chief would 
have to “take to the Maine woods” 
until the public uproar quited 
down. 

At another point, Bowles said 
that when controls are lifted, he 
would be sorry for business men 
whohave ‘to explain to their di- 
rectors why they aren’t making 
any money “and can’t blame the 
OPA.” 


Bowles testified that the black 
market in meat under OPA “has 
been wildly exaggerted,” but that 
the situation in building mate- 
rials “is not good.” 

He predicted there would be de- 
mands for a “second round of 
wage increases” if Government 
food subsidies are permitted to 
lapse July 1. 

Assurance Sought on OPA. 

Senator Morse. (Rep.),. Oregon, 
said before today’s hearing that 
assurances from President Tru- 
man of “fair and reasonable” ac- 
tions by the OPA would be needed 
to save the agency in Congress. 

Morse told reporters he spoke 
as a friend of OPA who wants 
to continue “regulations necessary 
to the objectives of price control 
as a check against inflation.” He 
added: 


“It is perfectly obvious that the 
President must take a hand in 
this matter and give us some 
definite assurances that OPA is 
going to function in a fair and 
reasonable manner, in  accord- 
ance with the facts rather than in 
accordance with some ideology of 
some subordinate official.” 

Given those assurances, Morse 
said, fighters against inflation 
“will be able to prevent emascula- 
tion of the OPA program.” 

Meanwhile, the House resumed 
debate on the bill. 


For 9-Month Extension. 


Representative Wolcott (Rep.), 
Michigan declared he would offer 
amendments to limit the OPA ex- 
tension to nine months beyond 
June 30 and to eliminate subsidies 
by Jan. 1. 

Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, promptly asserted that if 
the Wolcott amendments were 
adopted, “price control will be 
scuttled.” 

Lending a new tone to the situa- 
tion was the presence of a “house- 
wives’ lobby” led by Mrs. Leon 
Henderson, wife of the former 
OPA chief, and by Mrs. Ernest 
K. Lindley, wife of a Washington 
newspaperman. 

Mrs. Lindley estimated there 
were 1500 women in the group 
that went to Capitol Hill yester- 
day to urge a year’s extension of 
price controls. She said they had 
a three-block long petition with 
1,000,000 signatures. 

Despite what Mrs. Lindley called 

“pushing around” by policemen, 
the women concentrated in the 
House wing. Capt. Roy W. Brown 
of Capitol police told reporters he 
had heard of no “shoving around” 
and that his force was “not in the 
habit of shoving ladies around.” 

The women thronged the corri- 
dors and galleries. Many. of them 
persuaded attendants to summon 
their congressmen off the floor, 
and buttonholed them in the halls 
to present their appeals in person.

OPA Announces Larger 
Subsidies for Dairy In- 
dustry — Senate Group

WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
—The government planned a new 
attack on the food situation today 
involving butter, bread, meat— 
and black markets. 

Wartime controls were ordered 
imposed again in an effort to in- 
crease butter production. Stabili- 
zation Director Chester Bowles 
predicted a “real improvement 
within the next 60 days.” 

The Senate agriculture commit- 
tee called for more details on 
ao dislocating meat distribu- 

on,. 

A potential bread problem had 
members of the Senate small 
business committee seeking ways 
of meeting famine relief quotas 
for overseas without impairing the 
nation’s flour supplies. Baking in- 
dustry spokesmen told the com- 
mittee yesterday that if these 
supplies fall 25 per cent below 
those of last year government 
bread rationing or black markets 
in the food are probable. 

The move for butter production 
was bracketed with OPA action 
to keep consumers’ bills at pres- 
ent levels for milk, butter, cheese 
and other dairy products. A pro- 
om of larger subsidies for dairy 
armers was announced yesterday 
to compensate for higher feed and 
labor costs, 

The new program provides: 

1, A @ubsidy increase on May 

1 of 20 cents per 100 pounds 
of milk as compared with the 
rate during the same period in 
1945. This will be accomplished 
by trimming to 15 cents a cut 
of 35 cents a 100 pounds which 
had been scheduled, 

2. An increase of 5 cents a 
pound in subsidy payments on 
the butterfat content of farm- 
separated cream as compared 
with payments a year ago. In 
this case a cut of 7 cents origi- 
nally planned will be trimmed 
to 2 cents. 

3. An additional increase on 
July 1 of 20 cents pere 100 
pounds in returns dairy farmers 
receive for milk, and a boost of 
5 cents a pound in returns for 
butterfat. 

On butter, the OPA aimed at 
overcoming a situation that made 
it more profitable to use butterfat 
for ice cream and other products 
than for butter. Accordingly, the 
wartime bar will be restored on 
the sale of whipping cream and 


restrictions’ were placed on the: 


amount of butterfat in ice cream. 

The program includes price ceil- 
ings for the first time on cream 
used in bakery products and ice 
cream. 

Leonard E. Hurtz of Omaha, 
chairman of the dairy industry 
committee, contended in a state- 
ment that the new program would 
lead to a decline in milk produc- 
tion “and continued shortages” of 
dairy products. 


SPURNED BRIDE OF G.I. 
DROWNS SELF IN BATHTUB 


LLANGOLLEN, Wales, April 16 
(UP)—An inquest into the. death 
of a G.I. bride produced evidence 
today that she drowned herself in 
six inches of water in a bathtub 
when her Brooklyn husband asked 
her by mail to “call off” their 
marriage. 

The bride was Susannah Jane 
Dalton. She was married to Sgt. 
William Dalton while she was a 
barmaid at a Llangollen hotel. Her 
sister, Mary Morris, said Dalton 
sailed for the United States last 
November to be demobilized. 

Miss Morris said her sister gave 
Dalton part of her war savings to 
help buy a home in the United 
States. On Feb. 5, she said, Mrs. 
Dalton received a letter saying: 

“Dear Susannah: This agree- 
ment about having no children is 
against the rules of my ¢éhurch. 
We would not be happy. Call the 
marriage off. I mean it. Bill.”

PRESIDENT SIGNS

Measure Provides Prison 
Term for Coercion to 
Compel Concessions by. 
Broadcasters. 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) 
President Truman signed.-today 
legislation making it a federal of- 
fense to use coercion against 
radio broadcasters. 

Sponsors said the measure is 
designed to halt certain practices 
of the AFL Musicians union, head- 
ed by James C. Petrillo. It car- 
ries penalties of up to a year in 
prison and $1000 fine for com- 
pelling or attempting to compel 
broadcasters to: 

1. Hire more employes than 
they want. 

2. Pay money for services not 
performed. 

3. Pay unions for the use of 
phonograph records. 

4. Pay again for broadcasting 
a transcript of a previous pro- 
gram. 

Similar penalties could be in- 
voked against persons interfering 
with broadcasting of cultural or 
educational programs originating 
in foreign lands. 

The legislation developed from 
an attempt by Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep), Michigan, to override 
a Petrillo bar against broadcast 
of a student’s music festival at 
Interlochen, Mich, Petrillo con- 
tended the program took jobs 
from professional musicians. 


‘MEN ONLY’ NYLON LINE DRAWS 
ORDERLY 3000, AND’50 WOMEN 


No Kicking, Scratching or Com- 
plaints at New York Sale Ad- 
vertised on Sports Pages’ 

NEW YORK, April 16 (UP)— 
Fifty women crashed a nylon line 
“for men only” today—but nobody 
was hurt. 

“Men are much better-natured 
than women,” a salesclerk in the 
Kayser store explained. “No kick- 
ing, no scratching, no gouging— 
and no complaints.” 

The men—more than 3000 of 
them by 10 a.m., a half hour after 
the store opened—began queuing 
up at 7 in the morning. 

The first sale of its kind in the 
city, it was advertised on sports 
pages only. One of the women 
who joined the line maintained 
that a for-men-only line discrimi- 
nated against women who hadn't 
any men to buy them nylons.

Ross told a press conference, 
when asked whether the president 
might visit Japan, that Truman 
does not know himself whether 
he will visit Tokyo this summer. 

The President has long had 
under consideration a visit to 
Manila July 4, for the inaugura- 
tion of Philippine independence, 
if affairs at home do not prevent.

A new tax, described only as 
“a just and. reasonable .meas-- 
ure,” on the city’s railroads, 
$200,000.

Navy Man Seeks $15,000 Back Pay 
After 4 Years in Jap Prison Camp

He was returned to active duty

VIENNA, April 16 (AP)—Her- 
bert Hoover says the United 
States will furnish approximately 
half the food supplies required to 
meet the current world shortage. 

“The United States, with only 8 
per cent of the people in the 
world, has furnished more than 
haif of the overseas food to people 
during the war,” he told a press 
conference yesterday. 

“Of the supplies furnished dur- 
ing this crisis, approximately one 
half of the food will continue to 
come from the United States.” 

Asked if the world food situa- 
tion would necessitate rationing 
in the United States, Hoover re- 
plied: “The measures taken there 


* will produce a reduction in con- 


sumption greater than any series 
of bread tickets ever issued.” 
Hoover, touring Europe as head 
of President Truman’s food com- 
mission, said the American people 
alone would not be able to fill the 
gap between available supplies and 


the amount of food required in 
Austria to maintain present ra- 
tions. He said co-operation of all 
nations was needed. 3 


Russia’s Contribution. 


In response to a written ques- 
tion from the group of American, 
British, Russian, French and Aus- 
trian. correspondents, Hoover as- 
serted the United States and Brit- 
ain had turned over to the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration the full quota of 
food they promised when UNRRA 
took over the Austrian problem 
on April 1. Russia, he added, 
“turned over a very much smaller 
contribution.” 


Hoover said Austria was as 
much in need of food as Poland, a 
country he had described previous- 
ly as having the worst food situ- 
ation in al] Europe. 

He said Austrian health prob- 
ably would decline under present 
rationing and that the situation of 
children in particular was “not 
good.” He added that to main- 
tain even the present rations, it 
would be. necessary to. import, 
300,000 tons of téreals {rom June 1 
to Sept. 1. 

He estimated that supplies 
turned over to UNRRA by mili- 
tary authorities would maintain 
the present ration in Austria un- 
til June 1, at which time it would 


be necessary to rely upon UNRRA | 


imports and home-grown supplies. 

A United States Army announce- 
ment, issued in connection with

NUERNBERG, April 16 (AP)— 
Nazi ideologist Alfred Rosenberg 
told the international military tri- 
bunal today that the German 
Wehrmacht had “reinstated re- 
ligious freedom” in the conquered 
areas of the Soviet Union. 

“I put that freedom on a legal 
basis through my edict as Reich 


minister for the occupied Eu- 
ropean territories toward the end 
of 1941,” he testified. 

Brushing aside charges that he 
actively persecuted religion, 
Rosenberg asserted the National 
Socialist state had given more 
than 7,000,000 marks to churches 
and that its laws compared favor- 
ably with those in France and 
Russia, 

Frowning as he stared off into 
space, Rosenberg said his prin- 
cipal task always had been to sup- 
ply ideas to Adolf Hitler. He 
lightly conceded that “some of my 
co-workers were in touch with the 
S.8.,"” but denied that he used the 
police to suppress his spiritual op- 
ponents. 

Admits Some Errors. 

To questions from his attorney, 
Rosenberg said his written judg- 
ments of Christian churches were 
“rather severe and critical” and 
added that his books were ‘not 
without error.” 

Like Herman Goering and, 
Joachim von. Ribbentrop when 
they were on the witness stand, 
Rosenberg maintained there was 
a deep enmity between him and 
Hitler’s official shadow, Martin 
Bormann, on trial before the tri- 
bunal in absentia. 

Minimizing the looting of 
French and Russian art by his 
special staff, Rosenberg declared 
it was in accord with the “peace 
dictates of Versailles,” although 
“many objects were to remain in 
Germany because of our losses by 
bombing.” 

Rosenberg, opening his defense 
yesterday, made charges of disloy- 
alty against Germany's Jews. He 
accused Jewish democratic politi- 
cians of stimulating “deportation” 
of Germans to African colonies, 
Argentina and China, as a means 
of relieving unemployment in the 
postwar Weimar republic. 

For his own part, Rosenberg 
said, he had kept his hands clean 
of material things and remained 
the party philosopher. Hitler, he 
said, never permitted him to par- 
ticipate in “any foreign political 
or military discussion.” :

Adopts Legislative Pro- 
gram — Against U.S.

WASHINGTON, April 16 (UP)

STALIN AS YOUTH 
HAD REPUTE AS 
CHARMER OF FISH 


Villagers Attributed His Luck 
to Knowledge of Magic 
Words. 


MOSCOW, April 16 (UP)—Gen- 
eralissimo Joseph Stalin’s sister- 
in-law told in her memoirs today 
how Stalin, in his youth, became 
such a fisherman that villagers 
thought he knew a magic word. 

The sister-in-law, A. S. Alli- 
luyev, wrote that Stalin lived in 
a simple hut at Achinsk, 

“They called me ‘Osip,’ and 


taught me how to fish,” she 
quoted him, “It happening that I 
began to bring in more fish than 
they and then I[ noticed my people 
whispering among themselves and 
once they said, ‘Osip, you know a 
magic word.’ Sometimes storms 
overtook me while I was on the 
rivers. Once it seemed that every- 
thing was finished and that I 
would never reach the _ river 
bank.” 


She told how Stalin’s left arm 
was deformed, a subject rarely if 
ever mentioned in print in Russia. 

“Stalin's left arm was bending 
badly (when he returned from 
exile),” she wrote. He had harmed 
it when a child. It had festered 
and blood poisoning had set in. 
Stalin almost died.” 

She. quoted Stalin: “I don’t 
know what saved me. It was 
either my healthy body or the vil- 
lage healers.”

Send Letter Urging That 
U. S. Take Lead 
Bringing Franco Issue 


Before U.N, 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (UP) 
—Twelve Congressmen urged to- 
day that the Administration sever 
diplomatic and commercial. rela- 
tions with Francisco Franco's 
government “to aid the Spanish 


people in their battle for libera- 
tion.” 


They addressed an open letter 


to President Truman, asking that 
this nation take the lead in bring- 
ing the Spanish question before 
4 United Nations Security Coun- 
cil. 

The text of the letter was made 
public shortly after Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes had re- 
fused to predict what attitude the 
United States would take toward 
the Polish charges against Spain. 

“The continued recognitian and 
economic aid afforded by. the 
United S.etes to the Franco gov- 
ernment bolsters Gen. Franco's 
confidence in his power and les- 
sens‘that of the people of Spain,” 
the Congressmen said. 

“Because the continued exist- 
ence of the Franco regime threat- 
ens the peace of the world, we 
urge that the United States take 
the lead in bringing the question 
of Spain before the Security Coun- 
cil of the U.N. so that through 
collective action this center of 
world fascism may be eliminated.”

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‘BODY OF MAN FOUND 


IN BOXCAR AT DUPG 


Victim, Believed Seaman, 
Slugged and Strangled— 
Dead for Several Days. 


The body of a man, who had 
been fatally slugged and with a 
light rope around the neck, was 
found this morning in a boxcar in 


the Missouri Pacific yards at 
Dupo. He had been dead several 
days. 

Papers and letters bore the 
name of Anton Z,. Olsson, 35 years 
old, a Swedish merchant seaman, 
who had lived in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
and Mobile, Ala. 

When found by a car inspector 
the body was lying face down and 
there were indications it had been 
tied to a chain in the car by the 
light cord around the neck. Mo- 
tidn of the car apparently had 
broken the cord, There was a deep 
indentation on the right side of 
the man’s face and head, from a 
heavy blow, and severe bleeding 
from the right ear. 

Railroad men said the boxcar 
arrived in the yards early today 
from a train that had been made 
up at Paragould, Ark., but the car 
originated at New Orleans last 
Friday. Papers in the dead man’s 
pockets revealed that he left Mo- 
bile, Ala., April 7 as a member of 
the ship's crew of the “Francis 
Williams,” bound for New Orleans. 
He carried identification docu- 
ments issued by the Swedish con- 
sul at Jacksonville, Fla. The body 
was attired in a shirt, cotton 
trousers and a white cap. There 
was no money in the pockets. 
The body was removed to the 
Dashner undertaking’ establish- 
ment in Dupo, where an autopsy 
will be performed. Authorities are 
checking the identificatton papers 
through the Swedish consul at 
Chicago.

Blandy’s statement did not 
specify the cost of any particular 
ship, but Navy records show an 
Iowa-class battleship, the most 
expensive, costs about $110,900,000. 
In taking issue with the $425,- 
000,000 estimate for the target 
ships, Blandy said that was their 
approximate original total cost. 
Many are obsolete and the great 
majority were scheduled for dis- 
posal even before the test was 
planned. Not all the target ships 
will be destroyed, he said, but 
even if they were, the cost to the 
taxpayer for at least 90 per cent 
of the ships would be only their 
scrap value—less than 1 per cent 
of their original cost. 

The Federation of American 
Scientists called today for prompt 
establishment of international con- 
trols on atomic enerrv. asserting 
there is “a terrible danger in slow- 
ness and fear.” 

The organization, which claims

FIRST COMMERCIAL 
TELEVISION HOOK-UP 
IN U.S. GOES ON AIR 


Broadcast From Three Cities 
—Coast to Coast Network.

mercial television network was 
opened last night with a two-hour 
program transmitted to audiences 
in New York, Washington and 
Philadelphia. 

Stations in Pittsburgh, Cleve- 
land and Cincinnati will be added 
to the network, which eventually 
is expected to be expanded into a 
coast-to-coast hook-up.

Edge said the opening of 
the network culminated 16 years 
of research and development by

Herman J. Sternbarg’s 
Heirs Testify in Their 
Suit to Remove Com- 
pany as Trustee, 


Heirs to the $2,000,000 estate 
of Herman J. Sternberg testified 
yesterday, before United States 
District Judge Rubey M. Hulen, 
that they rejected advice of a 
trust company officer to sell coal 
lands belonging to the estate for 
$725,000 and that three weeks 
later, they sold the same property 
for a little more than $1,000,000. 

Judge Hulen took the case un- 
der advisement at the conclusion 
of testimony today. 

The heirs are suing for removal 
of the St. Louis Union Trust Co. 
as trustee, and for an accounting. 
The plaintiffs are the two broth- 
ers and two sisters of Sternberg, 
and nine children of three of the 
plaintiffs. Mrs. Edna Sternberg, 
widow of Herman Sternberg: is 
acting with them, but is not a 
plaintiff of record. 

William F. and Louis E. Stern- 
berg, brothers, and the widow, 
testified yesterday that they at- 
tended a meeting with John R. 
Shepley, vice-president of the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., ‘in Febru- 
ary, 1944, a month after Herman 
Sternberg’s death, At that meet- 
ing, they testified, Shepley told 
them of a $725,000 offer for coal 
lands and dock property of the 
estate in Fulton County, Ill, and 
advised immediate acceptance of 
the offer. 

The witnesses said Shepley told 
them it was necessary to raise 
cash to pay estate taxes, and that 
he said the offer must be accepted 
at once, or would be withdrawn. 
William F. Sternberg, co-trustee, 
quoted Shepley as saying that the 
trust company could make the 
sale without their heirs’ consent. 
This, however was not attempted, 

The witnesses said that Leo 
Rassieur, attorney for Mrs. Stern- 
berg, advised them against accept- 
ance of the $725,000 offer, and that 
the heirs decided against it. Three 
weeks later, they said, the sale 
to another bidder, for more than 
$1,000,000, was made. 

Khoyalties o.. coal mined on the 
Sternberg property are _ also 
claimed by the four plaintiffs in 
tueir demand for an accounting 
by the trust company. The plain- 
tiffs’ attorney, S. Mayner Wal- 
lace, stated to the court that this 
claim amounted to $120,000. 

Shepley’s Advice, 

Shepley testified that at his 
conference with the heirs in Feb- 
ruary, 1944, he told them it was 
necessary to raise cash to pay 
estate taxes; that he informed 
them of what he considered a 
good offer for the coal lands, and 
told them the range of prospec- 
tive bidders for this property was 
a narrow one. 

Shepley denied that he said the 
offer must be accepted immedi- 
ately, or that he said the sale 
could be made without their ap- 
proval. The latter statement 
would not have been true, he 
said, as a sale required approval 
of the Probate Court and of the 
trust company’s directors. 

Leo Geissal, long-time business 
associate of Herman Sternberg 
and former secretary of the Cen- 
tral States Collieries, testified to- 
day for the trustee that Shepley 
did not urge acceptance of the 
$725,000 offer, but merely stated 
the necessity of raising funds to 
pay the estate tax. Geissal added 
that he was “hurt worse than 
anyone else by the determination 
to sell the collieries,” because of 
his long association with the com- 


| pany’s development. 


On cross-examination Geissal 
testified that on one occasion 
Sternberg had offered to sell the 
collieries to the United Electric 
Coal Co. of Chicago for $700,000. 
Following rejection by the heirs of 
the $725,000 offer appraisers fixed 
the value of the property at $937,- 
000, Geissal stated. Shepley had 
also suggested the sale of the 
Sternberg Dredging Co., the wit- 
ness testified, a suggestion re- 
jected by the heirs. 

Wallace, in a closing argument, 
declared he ig convinced the trust 
company was guilty of fraud in 
probating the Sternberg will in 
Illinois after Illinois attorneys had 
advised the bank’s representatives 
there would be a question of 
validity, revealed in testimony 
yesterday. 

Herman Sternberg, head of the 
Sternberg Dredging Co., lived at 
750 North Taylor avenue, Kirk- 
wood.

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ALL-NATURAL GAS SUPPLY 
PROMISED FOR COUNTY ALSO 


Probably About Same Time in 1947 That 
St. Louis Gets It—No Forecast Now, 
However, of Rate Change. 


St. Louis County Gas Co. will 
supply straight natural gas to its 
customers as soon as an adequate 
supply is.available, J. W. McAfee, 
president, told the Post-Dispatch 
today. He expressed the opinion 
that the prospective enlargement 
of the pipe line of Mississippi Riv- 
er Fuel Corp. between northern 
Louisiana and St. Louis would give 
the assurance of supply. 


His statement followed yester- 


day’s announcement by Laclede 


Gas Light Co. that its customers, 
in the city, would be served with 
straight natural gas as soon as the 
pipe line addition could be carried 
out, probably in the summer of 
1947. County Gas serves a large 
suburban aréa. Both County Gas 
and Laclede now handle a mixture 
of natural and manufactured gas. 

McAfee, who is president of 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, 
which manages County Gas, de- 
clined to make any prediction on 
the effect of the proposed change 
on gas rates. He said it would not 
be possible to state even whether 
the pendin cut in wholesale 
charges by the pipe line would be 
passed on to consumers in the 
suburbs, as Laclede intends to pass 
it on in the city. 


“We have been telling Missis- 
sippi for years that we would 
make the change to straight nat- 
ural when the supply was avail- 
able,” said McAfee. “We only 
need an added portion of 25 per 
cent of natural gas, by volume, as 


our mixture now contains 75 per 
cent. Our system is ideal for such 
a changeover. Whenever Missis- 
sippi says it can supply us, we 
will be glad to take it on.” 

County Gas doubtless would 
have a question about retirement 
of part of its investment in the 
gas manufacturing plant from its 
rate-making base, if it converted 
to straight natural gas. However, 
McAfee said it likely would keep 
at least part of this plant for 
standby purposes in event of an 
interruption of the natural gas 
supply. The pipe line enlargement, 
as planned, would be of such 
character that the danger of a 
line break would be minimized, 
he said. This also is Mississippi's 
opinion. 

Probably County Gas would re- 
tain its large gas holders and the 
pumps. The holders could be 
used for storage of a _ reserve, 
which would cut down the peak- 
day demand and have a beneficial 
bearing on the wholesale charges 
for the supply. On the last data 
submitted to FPC, County Gas was 
buying about one-third as much 
natural gas from Mississippi as 
Laclede was purchasing. County 
Gas has about 66,000 customers, of 
whom more than 62,000 are do- 
mestic users, including 8000 cus- 
tomers using gas for heating their 
homes. Rates for general domes- 
tic use are smaller in the suburbs 
than in the city, while charges for 
heating are smaller in the pane.

When owners of business build- 
ings, apartment and _ tenement 
houses “receive written notice from 
the rat control section that evi- 
dence of rat infestations were 
found on the premises,’the meas- 
ure stated, owners shall take im- 
mediate steps to ratproof the 
building in the time specified in 
the notice, which in no event 
would be less than 15 days. 

If owners fail to comply with 
instructions in the written notices, 
the health officer is authorized to 
direct such action as may be nec- 
essary to completely rat-stop the 
building at the expense of the 
owner. If the owner refuses to 
pay the bill, the health officer is 
directed to certify it to the mp- 
troller, who will place a lien 
against the property. The City 
Counselor also is empowered by 
the proposed measure to take 
steps to collect such bills. 


The same provisions apply to 
the owner of a building which has 
been rat-stopped, but into which 
rats have burrowed, destroying 
the rat-stopping material. 

When conditions inside or under 
buildings are found to provide 
harborage for rats, the measure 
authorizes the health officer to re- 
quire the owner to install suitable 
cement floors in basements, or to 
replace wooden first or ground 
floors. Any rat-stoppage' material 
removed from buildings by con- 
tractors, plumbers, public utilities 
or owners for repairs must be re- 
placed and sealed against the en- 
trance of rats. 


Storage of Food and Feed. | 
The proposal provides that all 


or 


food and feed “kept within the. 


city for feeding chickens, cows, 
horses and other animals shall be 
kept and stored in rat-free and 
rat-proof containers, compart- 
ments or rooms, unless the build- 
ing, in which it is kept, is rat- 
stopped. 3 

Concerning the dumping of gar- 
bage, the measure makes it un- 
lawful to leave, dump or permit 
the accumulation’ of garbage or 
trash in any building or premise 
“so that the same shall afford food 
or harborage for rats” and it will 
likewise be unlawful to dump on 
any premises, land or waterway, 
any dead animals or waste vege- 
table or animal matter of any 
kind. 


The accumulation of lumber, 
boxes, barrels, bricks, stones or 
similar material which may afford 
harborage for rats, is unlawful un- 
der the proposal] unless the ma- 
terial is elevated four inches or 
more above the ground and even- 
ly piled or stacked. 

Property owners who consistant- 
ly violate the provisions of the 
proposed bill would be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction 
would be subject to a fine of from 
$5 to $500 for each day’s violation. 


The revolving fund of $40,000 
would provide the needed money 
for starting rat eradicating work. 
As building owners reimburse the 
«city for work done, that money 
would be credited to the fund. 

The proposed ordinance was de- 
clared to be an emergency meas- 
ure for the “protection of public 
health by the control of rat-borne 
diseases and infections.” As such, 
it would become effective imme- 
diately on passage and approval 
by Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann. 


Water Receipts ‘ Bill. 


' A bill requiring the Water Di- 
vision to pay 5 per cent of its 
gross receipts from the sale of 
water into general city revenue 
semi-annually for the use and oc- 
cupancy of city streets also was 
introduced by Albanese today. 
The bill follows recent action 
by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, whfch held that, if 
the Water Division is to be treat- 
ed as a separate utility in the 
handling of its receipts, it be re- 


quired to pay the 5 per cent fee) 


for occupancy of public streets. 
Receipts from water licenses and 
meter fees approximate $4,300, 
annually, with 5 per cent amount- 
ing to $215,000. 

A minimum standards housing 
act, which would require a window 
in every room in every house and 
a sink with running water and a 
water closet for each family in 
each dwelling in the cify, was in- 
troduced by Alderm Richard 
Nichols. 

The size of the dows, as 
provided in the measure, would 
be at least 10 per cent of the floor 
area of the room in which it 
placed.’ The bill also provides for 
heating facilities in structures 
where there is no central heating 
plant. Sufficient flues to accom- 
modate stoves in separate rooms 
are required. 

The measure provides for the 
appointment by Mayor Kaufmann 
of a five-member board of housing 
appeal, composed of persons with 
at least 10 years’ experience in de- 
sign, construction and operation of 
buildings. The board would be 
authorized to enforce city housing 
regulations, hold hearings and or- 
der corrective measures when nec- 
essary. City Counselor George L. 
Stemmler said the measure had 
been recommended by the City 
Plan Commission as a method of 
preventing the spreading of blight- 
ed areas. 

‘Among other bills introduced to- 
day were measures providing elec- 
tric signals for the proposed Chest- 
nut-Lawton one-way traffic route, 
and the establishment of a build- 
ing construction appeals board. 

The traffic bill would provide 
$37,000 for the purchase and in- 
stallation of 27 illuminated arrows, 
flashing signals and other devices 
for the Chestnut-Lawton route, 
which is to be open for eastbound 
traffic during the morning and 
midday rush hours and westbound 
for late afternoon traffic.

EW city legislation for taxi- 
N cab control was among the 
suggestions made by Mayor . 
Aloys P. Kaufmann to the 
Board of Aldermen in his mes- 
Sage today. The Mayor said: 

“One of the economic phe- 
nomena of the war, one that 
remains with us, is the spec- 
tacular rise in the taxicab bus- 
iness. Once a comparatively in- 
signifcant factor in the trans- 
portation. picture, cabs in re- 
cent years have so increased in 
point of number; volume of 
passenger traffic and revenue 
that they present a not incon- 
siderable segment of our public 
transportation facilities. What 
is more, instances of abuse of 
the privilege of the use of city 
streets by this business have 
too frequently come to light, 
some of which almost defy cor- 
rection under our present regu- 
lations. 

“No one can gainsay these 
facts. I therefore propose leg- 
islation to regulate this rapidly 
growing business with strict 
and positive enforcement ma- 
chinery, to the end that our 
citizens and our visitors. may 
be assured adequate service 
with ample protection and at 
reasonable cost.”

Parking Lot Tax, 

Novack introduced another 
measure today. It was one he

biles. The bill requires fees from 
garage owners at a rate of one 
teni,. of a cent, or one mill per 
square foot of area up to 65 per 
cent of the aggregate area of the 
garages.

Puts Rubbish and Rats First. 

In his listing of new needed 
city undertakings, the Mayor put 
rubbish collection and rat control 
first. The bills offered for dealing 
with these matters are outlined 
elsewhere.. Of municipal payroll 
increases he said: 

“No fair-minded person. will 
deny that city employes have long 
been suffering in the matter of 
compensation. While workers in 
private industry in the past few 
years were the recipients of hand- 
some wage increases and in some 
instances, almost fabulous 
together 
with social security, pension plans, 
incentive bonuses and other bene- 
fits, our public servants have 
struggled under a comparatively 
archaic system which, if contin- 
ued, will force out all but the 
most mediocre workers, 

“Equal pay for equal work is a 
bulwark of economic democracy. 
I am ashamed of the wages we 
pay in many brackets. No man 
in the year of Our Lord 1946 
should be expected to labor for 
$98 a month. Our employes, fur- 
thermore, must rely solely on their 
base pay, for premium payments 
for overtime or bonuses for ad- 
ditional or brilliant work are not 
possible under the law.

Wage Increases Planned. 


“The Department of Personnel 
has proposed additional wage and 
salary increases *in all classifica- 
tions, affecting some 7700 city em- 
ployes, totaling $1,511,496, or ap- 
proximately 11.4 per cent.

icans, 


“The Civil Service Commission, 
after several years’ study, has ad- 
vanced a retirement plan, and it is 
today m\ pleasure to lend it my 
approbation, and to bespeak your 
attention when it is introduced 
into this board tater in the 


spring.” 

“Shabby” Police Pay. 
As to police salaries, the Mayor 
said: “It has long been recognized 
that our police officers are shab- 
bily compensated for the long 
hours they work and the un- 
pleasant conditions and _ risks 
which they encounter.” He said 
the enactment of a pay increase 
measure by the Legislature was to 
be expected, and that “when the 
request comes from the Police 
Board, it will be mandatory for 
you to comply.” 
Of efforts to reduce department 
appropriations in making up this 
year’s budget, the Mayor said: 
“The scalpel was wielded merci-

pared to the bone. We are now 
face to face with reality. Our 
patients and inmates must have 
food and clothing, care and medi- 
cine. Our pumping stations and 
power plants must have fuel. Es- 
sential services must be given 
adequate materials, tools, equip- 
ment. To cut one cent further 
would be disastrous—and in many 
cases inhumane.” 

The Mayor said that in the ef- 
fort for municipal economies, rec- 
ommendations of the Governmen- 
tal Research Institute in the city 
survey of 1941 have been followed, 
71.6 per cent of these recom- 
mendations having been put into 
action thus far; while others will 
be realities in the near future. 
But despite “hold the line” efforts, 
the current budget has been found 
to be about $1,000,000 out of bal- 
ance. This $1,000,000 is one of the 
items listed in the requirements 
for additional revenue. 

Income Tax in Other Cities. 

In proposing a municipal income 
tax, the Mayor said such a tax 
had been adopted in Philadelphia 
and Toledo,. and that it is 
equitable, easy to compute and 
largely non-concealable. 


“I therefore urge,” he_ said, 
“your most earnest consideration 
to a one-half of 1 per cent tax on 
all earnings originating within the 
City of St. Louis, to be imposed 
on the gross incomes of individ- 
uals and the net earnings of cor- 
porations. A _ salient feature of 
the measure, as [I conceive it, 
would require employers to de- 
duct the tax at the source, with 


self-employed profegsionals, inde- 


| pendent contractors and others 


required to file an annual dec- 
laration, Experience in other 
cities indicates that at least 80 
per cent of the individual tax is 
collected at the source, affording 
the city a steady income through- 
out the year. 

“Estimates based on careful 
statistical studies place the yield 
from this highly equitable tax, 
which would amount to but $10 
to $15 a year in the case of the 
average worker, at approximately 
$7,500,000 per annum,” 

Plea for Amusement Tax. 


Of the proposed 5 per cent tax 
on amusement admissions, the 
Mayor said: 

“This is a modest impost on a 
luxury which is today enjoying 
boom-proportion patronage, with 
the Federal tax on such activities 
at an all-time high. It would fall 
alike on all our citizens who at- 
tend commercial places of amuse- 
ment. 

“Our present income from such 
sources is Judicrously low, with all 
professional sports last year con- 
tributing but $68,000, and the en- 
tire theatrical industry of the city 
but $16,500. Many theaters can 
earn their annual tax today in an 
hour or so, for it amounts to only 
$150 a year, regardless of the type 
or size of the establishment. I 
should like to emphasize that the 
tax I propose, to replace the ob- 
solete patchwork in force at the 
present time, would add but two 
and one-half cents to the average 
movie admission, and might pos- 
sibly be absorbed.” 

On the proposed increase of at 
least 25 per cent in the merchants’ 
and manufacturers’ tax, the Mayor 
said the existing local tax “is 
viewed by fiscal authorities as a 
tax reduction method, granting as 
it does our business interests a 
tax lower than that imposed on 
real estate and personal property.” 

Of the railroad tax proposal he 
said: 

“Wh St. Louis is the second 
greatest railroad center in the 
world, pitifully little is contributed 
by the railways which owe s0 


much patronage to this bustling 
terminal. A just and reasonable 
measure which the administration 
is preparing would add $200,000 to 
the city’s annual income.”

City’s Low Tax Rate. 


, To “dispel any alarm” over the 
new tax proposals, the Mayor set 
forth “that it. Louis has the sec- 
ond lowest adjusted tax rate 
among American cities of more 
than 500,000 population, with the 
exception of Washington. Our 
rate is $27.40 on $1000 of assessed 
valuation, with the rate in other 
cities extending upward from that 
figure to $42.50, the prevailing 
rate in Boston. We must bear in 
mind, too, that St. Louisans have 
always rightfully insisted on a 
scrupulously balanced budget, 
which has resulted in an A-1l 
credit and the saving of millions 
in interest.” 


Several paragraphs of the mes- 
Sage were devoted to housing 
needs, the emergency program for 
former service men and women, 
and the long-range need for re- 
constructing large areas of the 
city. The Mayor recommended 
adoption of the minimum standard 
housing act proposed by the City 
Pian Commission. He mentioned 
airports, mass transportation 
measures and other public works 
as needs which the city govern- 
ment will be required to meet. 

Disparity in Taxation. 

A “disquieting paradox,” Mayor 
Kaufmann said, is offered by the 
disparity between the “close to a 
billion dollars” paid by St. Louis- 
ans into federal and state coffers 
in income, excise and sales taxes, 
while they “contributed to the 
local government, the government 
which is closest to them, the gov- 
ernment to which they most fre- 
quently look for service and aSsist- 
ance, such a tiny fraction of this 
amount that our surplus was 
wiped out, the budget thrown out 
of balance and municipal functions 
threatened.” 

The “huge federal drain,” the

His resolution specified that 
“any executive agreement which 
purports to grant to any foreign 
country the right to have an air- 
line or airlines nominated by it 
operate to and from United States 
territory without public hearing 
in advance and the determination 
of public interest by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board ... illegal and 
void.” 

Cloud Cast on Agreement. 

The committee action cast a 
cloud on an agreement which

MILWAUKEE, april 16 (AP)—

~ End Dangerous Army-Navy Row 


Chief Result of Dispute Is Undeserved Un- 
dermining of Public Confidence in Leaders 
of Armed Forces, He Says — Present Pro- 
posal Confused, Risks Safety of U.S.

After studying the draft of S. 
2044—entitled “A bill to promote 
the common defense by unifying 
the departments and agencies of 
the government relating to the 
common defense’’—I can find no 
gentler word for it: and I have 
been studying it for four days try- 
ing to find in it the elements 
of that reasonable compromise 
among the conflicting views which 
is so devoutly to be wished. 

The compromise which is 
needed is between two basic ideas. 

First, the Army’s contention— 
now indorsed by the President— 
that unity of purpose and effort 
in the field of national security 
can be brought about only by 
merging the War and Navy De- 
partments into a single depart- 
ment under a single secretary and 
by bringing the armed services 
under the military control of a 
single chief of staff. 

Second, the Navy’s contention 
that better results can be obtained 
by leaving each service (including 
a separate Air Force) with repre- 
sentation in the Cabinet, and its 
own chief of staff, but providing 
better machinery for co-ordinating 
the work of the three Secretaries 
and the three chiefs of staff under 
the direction of the President. 


Time to End Bitterness. 
This writer feels that the Na 
has the better of this argument, 
that co-ordination worked well 
(though not perfectly) during the 
war, and will give better results 
in peace than can be expected 
from the single department plan. 
But I have come to feel even more 
strongly that the time has come 
to put an end to all the inter- 
service bitterness which has been 
engendered by this dispute, and 
which has had as its chief result 
the undermining of public confi- 
dence in the armed services and 

their leadership. 

This loss of confidence is not 
deserved. The officers at the head 
of our services, and their immedi- 
ate subordinates, are thoughtful, 
honorable, able men whose got 
most thought is the welfare of the 
country in whose service they have 
spent their lives. But the officers 
of each service—Army, Navy, 
Army Air—have a job to do in 
making this country strong and 
secure. Those‘of each service are 
desperately anxious to have 
enough resources with which to 
do their particular part of that job 
out of a pool of congressional ap- 
propriations the total size of which 
they know will be limited, and 
which is likely to contract rather 
than expand, 

The Army has become convinced 
that efficient distribution of the 
available funds can be made only 
under unification. The Navy has 
become convinced that it will 
never get its fair and necessary 
share of these funds under unifi- 
cation. 

Dangerous Dispute. 

. This is the root of the whole 
trouble, and it has brought about 
a state of tension and dispute 
which is dangerous to the services 
themselves and to the country. It 
can, I believe, be settled only by 
a reasonable compromise—a com- 
promise which will not, perhaps, 
satisfy everybody, but under’ 
which all concerned can work ef- 
fectively together without bitter- 
mess or further recriminations. 

The bill which the Senate sub- 
committee has produced is an at- 
tempt to meet the President’s 
wishes as to unification, with the 
Navy’s plan for co-ordination su- 
perimposed on top of it. It is the 
sort of “compromise” which might 
be produced by a college athletic 
department in which a controversy 
had been raging between the re- 
spective merits of basebal] and 
football, and in which the final 
decision was to produce a game 
combining the good points of hoth 
games. You might call the result 
athletics, but you could hardly 
call it a game. 


Several Men’s Ideas. 

In this bill can be recognized 
wome of the ideas in the Army 
plan for unification as presented 
by Gen. J. Lawto.. Collins, some 
of the ideas of Senator Lister 
Hill's original unification bill, and 
some of the ideas of the Navy 
plan drawn up for Secretary For- 
restal by Ferdinand Eberstadt. 

There is a single Secretary of 
Common Defense, with an Under 
Secretary as his senior aide, and 
four Assistant Secretaries to “su- 
epervise and co-ordinate” respec- 
tively, scientific research and 
development, intelligence, supply 
and training; below this top set- 
up come three “Secretaries” of 
Army, Navy and Air to “admin- 
ister” the three branches of the 
unified services—though it is a 
little difficult to see what would 
be left for them to administer.

Romania Still 
Far Lacking in 
Political Unity 


U.S., Britain Insist 
People Have Voice 
in Destiny, Russia 
Suspicious.

BUCHAREST, April 16 (AP). 
HE United States and Britain, 
risking serious disagreement 

ith Russia, have insisted that 
the Romanian people have a voice 
in their own destiny. 

The two western countries have 
indicated they will not make peace 
with any former enemy state 
which does not bestow those privi- 
leges on its people. 

Russia apparently assays this 
policy as an attempt to make Ro- 
mania a satellite of the western 
powers. Russia also may fear 
that liberty within Romania 
would result in the rebirth of an 
anti-Soviet government such’ as 
ruled this country before the war. 
Of primary importance, then, is 
this question: What would be the 
effect of a democracy in Roma- 
nia? 

Young King Mihai’s approxi- 
mately 16,000,000 people—descend- 
ed from. Roman  trans-Danube 
se.ilers and from waves of Slavic, 
Turkish, Greek, Hun and Ger- 
manic invaders—are a mixture 
which never has jelled into a real- 
ly enthusiastic nationality. 

Also, because of bountiful nat- 
ural resources and strategic loca- 
tion which invites invasion, Ro- 
mania never has been very easy 
about its own future. 

These factors have made for a 
hand-to-mouth national existence 
which accounts for the saying that 
“to be a Romanian is not a na- 
tionality, it is a profession.” 


Vote Hasn’t Helped. 
The Romanian peasant, sstill 
feudally ignorant, hag had the 
right to vote since the middle of 
the last century, but has made 
small use of it in terms of better- 
ing his condicion. 
The peasant usually votes the 
ticket his father voted, He lives 
in a mud-and-thatch house in close 
company with his livestock, uses 
oxen as draft beasts, owns but a 
small plot of land and lives prin- 
cipally on mamaliga, a thick corn 
mush, 
For centuries the country was 
ruled by very rich boyars, feudal 
lords who owned ruge estates. The 
boyars have lost most of their 
land but still have considerable 
difficulty in forgetting the time 
when they received salaams from 
the commoners and collected rent 
from many tenants, 
The country’s natural wealth 
also has produced a better-than- 
average—by Balkan standards— 
class of moderately well-off per- 
sons in the towns. By the same 
token, the number of poor in the 
towns is relatively small. 
The national wealth also Js re- 
flected in a relatively large num- 
ber of doctors, laboratory work- 
ers, lawytrs and teachers; good 
highways and railroads, and bet- 
ter schools and towns than other 
Balkan states. 
Yet statistics show that the 
child-mortality, tuberculosis and 
venereal disease rates are higher 
in Romania than in its sister 
states. This might be because it 
keeps more complete records, 


U.S. Telephone System. 


Many of the country’s better 
facilities are the result of its will- 
ingness to allow developments by 
foreign capital, For instance, the 
telephone system, outstanding in 
Europe, was installed and long 
operated by a United States com- 
pany. 

Two great political parties, the 
Liberal and the National Peasant, 
have given the people at least a 
taste of democracy—and yet they 
never have become democratized. 

The boyars and other rich Ro- 
manians usually prefer to speak 
French rather than Romanian. 
They tell Americans and British 
that the country was better off 
under the Germans than under the 
Russians, speak of German offi- 
cers as well-behaved gentlemen, 
dismiss German atrocities with 
the explanation that “it was only 
Jews who got killed,” shun the 
Russians, swarm around the 
British and Americans—especially 
titled British, keep a sharp eye 
out for the American dollar, and 
hope to be able to emigrate from 
Romania with théir money. 

Romanians seem to be united 
only on these two points: 

They dislike Russia and like 
the western powers. 

Those who are not Jews are 
anti-Semitic. 

One reason for the lack of po- 
litical unity is the presence of 
large, inimical and unassimilated 
minorities,

Two, Dr. Albert Ein- 
stein and Dr. Leo 
Szilard, Were Not 
Citizens Then—Dr. 
Eugene P. Wigner 
and Dr. Alexander 
Sachs the Others.

WASHINGTON, April 16. 
HE curious fact that the four 
men who first were able to in- 
terest President Roosevelt in 
throwing the wéight of the Gov- 
ernment behind atomic research 
were foreign born—two were not 
even citizens—indicates as sharp- 
ly as anything could the world- 
wide nature of atomic knowledge? 

It is a fact to remember in con- 
sidering the recent State Depart- 
ment report recommending the in- 
ternational control of atomic en- 
ergy. 

Prof. Henry D.’Smyth, author 
of the official report on the devel- 
opment of the atomic bomb, re- 
cords that the first contact with 
the Government was made in 
March 1939 by Dr. George B. Peg- 
ram, dean of the Graduate Facul- 
ties of Columbia University. 

Dr. Pegram arranged a confer- 
ence between representatives of 
the Navy Department and Dr, 
Enrico Fermi, a Nobel prize phys- 
sicist from Italy, who was work- 
ing at Columbia. The Navy ex- 
pressed interest and asked to be 
kept informed. That was all, and 
it is conceivable the matter might 
have ended there and the devel- 
opment of the bomb have been 
delayed for months or years, 
However, it so happened that 
in a paper dated March 16, 1939, 
Dr. Leo Szilard summarized ex- 
periments he and Dr. Fermi had 
performed at Columbia in an arti- 
cle titled “Instantaneous Emis- 
sion of Fast Neutrons in the In- 
teraction of Slow Neutrons with 
Uranium.” The article was pub- 
lished in the April 15, 1939, issue 
of Physical Review. It was read 
bv Dr. Albert Einstein. 
Discussion by Einstein, 
Subsequently it was Mscussed 
by Einstein, Szilard, . Eugene 
P. Wigner, Princeton physicist, 
and Dr. Alexander Sachs, a New 
York consulting economist, al! 
friends. Sachs was born in Rus- 
sia, Einstein in Germany, and 
Szilard and Wigner in Hungary. 
Einstein was naturalized in 1940; 
Szilard in 1943. The others had 
become citizens previously. 

From this point on, the story 
becomes to a considerable extent 
the personal chronicle of Dr. 
Sachs, a strange man with a 
spectacular brain, who came to 
this country at the age of 11 and 
obtained a bachelor of science de- 
gree from Columbia at the age of 
19. He is 52 now. 

Sachs became the key man of 
the four because he could obtain 
the President’s ear, and he sub- 
sequently acted as go-between 
and catalyst. He also became 
the semi-officia] historian of this 
period, which he has pointed out 
was by no means a linear pro- 
gression of events. 

“You will remember the story in 
Alice in Wonderland about the 
Queen and Bill Lizard,” he once 
said. “How the Queen started 
with the end, or sentence to be 
imposed, and then worked back. 
So there is a tendency for people 
to say: ‘We have got the bomb 
and we used it, therefore the or- 
der of development fust have 
been present throughout.’ Actually 
there was no straight line, but a 
zigzag of lines.” 

The zigzag seems to have begun 
in 1932, when, by reason of some 
perceptive studies he had made on 
the depression, Sachs was intro- 
duced to President Roosevelt. At 
that time some people were call- 
ing him the “Economic Jeremiah.” 
In 1933 Sachs organized the old

Sachs had some trouble getting 
an appointment because the Presi- 
dent was working day and night 
with the problems of neutrality 
legislation. But he felt that the 
transmission of memoranda was 
not sufficient. 

“National public figures are, so 
to speak, punch-drunk with print- 
er’s ink,” he explained “This was 
a matter the Commander in Chief 
had to know and act on. I could 
do it only if I could see him for a 
long stretch and read and discuss 
the material, so that it would come 
in by way of the ear and not as a 
sort of mascara on the eye.” 

Talks With Roosevelt. 

A meeting finally was arranged 
for Oct. 11, 1939. Sachs came to 
Washington well prepared to pre- 
sent the case. He talked to the 
President for an hour, and when 
he was finished, Roosevelt said: 

“Alex, what you are after is to 
see that the Nazis don’t blow us 
up.” 

“Precisely,” said Sachs. 

The President then called his 
aide, the late Maj. Gen. Edwin M. 
Watson, and aaid: 

“This requires action.” 

He gave Watson some brief in-

mittee meetings. Sachs failed to 
persuade Einstein to attend, and 
explained “it became clear that 


. . » the great shyness and hu- 
mility of that really saintly scien- 
tist would make Dr. Einstein re- 
coil from participating in large 
groups.” 

Speed Deemed Necessary. 

Of the Oct. 21 meeting Sachs 
has said he “had to ask these 
American men of science, includ- 
ing the Army ...d Navy represen- 
tatives, to .ndulge—and I remem- 
ber using the phrase of the Irish 
poet Yeats, echoing Coleridge—in 
a ‘willing suspension of disbelief.’ 
The issue was too important to 
wait, because if there was some- 
thing to it there was danger of 
our being blown up. We had to 
take time by the forelock, and we 
had to be ahead of the Germans. 


“One great advantage that we 
had was that these refugees, these 
scientists themselves, responded to 
that very spirit of freedom that 
brought the Pilgrim Fathers over 
here, the search for the freedom 
of speech and religion and, if you 
will, free science and free thought. 
They were saturated by ideas and 
motives which the regimented 
scientists could not have, and so 
the transplanted and the Ameri- 
can scientists, if given the means, 
would make advances much 
faster.” 

The Army and Navy representa- 
tives appear to have been more 
skeptical than the President. In 
commenting on the service ren- 
dered by Gen. Watson, Sachs has 
remarked: “I well remember his 
report that in talking to military 
and Naval men who had said, 
‘Well, this is still so remote; what 
is this thing?—let’s wait and see,’

‘Pa’ Watson would say, ‘but the 
boss wants it, boys.’ That was the 
theme song of Pa Watson.”. 

However, by February’ 1940, 
only $6000 of Army and Navy 
funds had been allocated to nu- 
clear research at Columbia, a 
sum Sachs and Einstein felt was 
infinitesimal. For purposes of 
speeding the project, Einstein 
wrote Sachs a letter March 7, 1940, 
calling attention to information 
he had received that research on 
uranium had been intensified in 
Germany, and that both the Insti- 
tutes of Chemistry and Physics at 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Institutes in 
Berlin were engaged in the secret 
project, the Physics Institute hav- 
ing been taken over by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Sachs took this letter to the 
President early in April and asked 
for at least $100,000 as a starter. 
The President suggested another 
uranium committee meeting, 
which was held April 27. Other 
scientists were brought into the 
picture. The Germans invaded 
Belgium. This prompted Sachs, on 
May 11, after conferring with his 
colleagues, to send the President 
a letter citing the danger that 
the supply of uranium from. the 
Belgian Congo might be cut off. 
May 15 Sachs asked Gen. Watson 
to urge the President to set up a 
scientific council of National De- 
fense. 

Forms Research Committee. 

A month later the President 
formed the National Defense Re- 
search Committee, under Dr. Van- 
nevar Bush, head of the Carnegie 
Institute in Washington. After 
Pearl Harbor, this became the Of- 
fice of Scientific Research and

For one 
thing, President Truman was not 
pleased by the speeches in which 
Hannegan and Secretary of Com- 
merce Henry A. Wallace called on 
all conservative Democrats to 
mend their ways or leave the 
party, 

For another, Boss Ed Kelly of 
Chicago, once a leading advocate 
of the CIO-PAC alliance, recently 
got his hands on the PAC mem- 
bership lists in his satrapy. He 
instantly had them processed by 
his efficient organization, and 
found that in the PAC’s Chicago 
membership of more than 200,000, 
there were many tens of thou- 
sands who would never vote Dem- 
ocratic in the opinion of his lead- 
ers and captains. He has passed 
word of -his partial disillusion to 
Washington. Kelly’s feeling is im- 
portant, simply because his opin- 
ion counts more in forming Tru- 
man’s political strategy than that 
of any other Democratic leader. 

Furthermore, the disillusion is 
by no means confined to the Dem- 
ocratic organization chieftains who 
desired to use the CIO-PAC as an 
important working branch of the

Triple Threat in Congress 


A three-pronged assault on the Kilgore com- 
mittee and what it stands for is going forward 
this week in Congress. It has an excellent chance 
of success if the pro-Kilgore forces are not alert- 
ed to the’ danger. 

The battle in essence is between the foes of 
monopoly and cartelism and the special interests 
which profit by such arrangements. 

The Kilgore committee has done a magiwificent 
job in digging up facts concerning monopolies 
and monopolistic practices here in the United 
States. It has done an equally magnificent job 
of prodding the Army into capturing German 
documents which show the cartelistic tieups be- 
tween Nazi industries and industries in other 
countries, including our own. 

Here is the picture of the triple threat to the 
public interest: 

(1) In the Senate, the Audit Committee has cut 
a request for $57,000 needed for continued op- 
eration of the Kilgore group to a mere $18,000. 
Encouraged by this, a group of anti-Kilgorites in 
the Senate—headed by such reactionaries as 
Senators Bridges, Wherry and Brooks, and Sen- 
ator Kilgore’s own colleague from West Virginia, 
Senator Revercomb—apparently plans to deny 
the committee any funds at all, to liquidate it. 

(2) Meanwhile, the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee has slashed $200,000 from the budget re- 
quest of the Anti-Trust Division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice—an action which Assistant At- 
torney General Wendell Berge terms “most dis- 
turbing.” 

The money is needed for anti-trust work. The 
House committee’s action comes at a time when, 
with the ending of the wartime moratorium, a 
great backlog of anti-trust prosecutions is on the 
Department of Justice’s calendar. These cases

If we prohibit Smith, then where shall 
we draw the line of censorship across 
the spectrum of minority opinions at 
whose end he lies? This spectrum in- 
cludes, for example, the IWW, the anti- 
vivisectionists, the Christian Scientists, 
the Socialists, the early anti-slavery and 
universal suffrage movements, advo- 
» cates of labor and child welfare legisla- 
tion, the Townsend Plan, Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses, the CIO, the NAM, the Old Guard 
Republicans; and, of course, the Com- 
munists—those misled ones among them 
who are not paid by J. Stalin. 

The same epithets are used: dema- 
gogues, anarchists, inciters of war, hate, 
disease and destruction. The social and 
political advances, changes and mistakes 
that began in such groups are well- 
known. It is evident that conceptions 
of “liberal,” “radical” and “reactionary” 
vary with time and their judge. Who 
can be wise enough to determine what 
thoughts free men should have? If we 
admit imperfection and need for im- 
provement, we can’t AFFORD to sup- 
press anyone who stimulates thought. 

How ironical that certain veterans, who 
fought for a government by all citizens 
thinking freely, now set themselves above 
the run of common men, set themselves 
up as arbiters of thought! If citizens 
are not allowed to learn and think about 
Fascist government, they can’t very well 
CHOOSE democracy. If a man believe 
that a majority of Americans, given free 
exposure and choice, would choose. the 
Fascist, then so far as he is concerned 
common men are hopelessly stupid, de- 
mocracy is doomed already and limita- 
tion of speech can only delay fate. 

When Mr. Smith went to Los Angeles, 
a patriotic counter-rally attracted most 
of his potential audience. This is the 
American way.

(3) The third assault on the ‘principles Kil- 
gore stands for is the attempt on the part of the 
railroads, which are using what Congressman 
Cochran has called “a million-dollar lobby,” to 
bring about passage of the Bulwinkle bill. This 
bill would exempt transportation industries from 
anti-trust’ prosecutions, and is described by Mr. 
Berge as a most dangerous and vicious monopo- 
listic threat. 

It was the Kilgore committee that brought to 
the attention of the Justice Department the trust 
agreement among the Western carriers. It also 
has recommended all sorts of railroad improve- 
ments, such as the adoption of safety devices, 
the use of radio in train operation, and so on. 

It will be recalled that one of President Tru- 
man’s first successes as a Senator was the in- 
quiry he conducted into the tangled operation 
of railroad finances. That experience gave him 
a close-up of transportation affairs that should 
stand him in good stead if and when the Bul- 
winkle bill is passed. If Mr. Truman signed the 
bill, he would be catering to forces and to prac- 
tices which he opposed as a Senator and as a 
disciple of Franklin Roosevelt. 

The boldness of the anti-Kilgore forces shows 
that they believe they can take advantagg of 
postwar apathy and the frenzied desire to re- 
turn to “normalcy” to gain their ends. By “nor- 
malcy,” of course, is meant a repetition of the 
laissez-faire that prevailed in the Harding and 
Coolidge Administrations after the last war, so 
far as curbing special interests was concerned, 

The special interests, the great concentrations 
of wealth that profit by monopolistic practices 
at home and intimate connections with Nazi and 
other industrialists abroad, may win. They may 
cripple if not kill the Kilgore committee. They 
may hamstring the good work Mr. Berge is do- 
ing in the Department of Justice. They may 
induce Congress to pass the Bulwinkle bill. 

If they win this three-pronged assault, they. 
will not stop there. They will have tasted blood 
and they will seek other victories. Somewhere 
along the line they will have to be stopped in 
their tracks, unless this country is willing to go 
back to the old, old deal by which concentrated 
financial power ran Congress and the White 
House. The best time to stop those interests 
is now.

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Of Apples and Codfish 


“The spectrum of minority opinions” in Wil- 
liam M. Landau’s letter today is a superb figure 
of speech, but it is more than that. As Mr. Lan- 
dau goes on to show, it is the vehicle for a 
truth no less profound that is often overlooked. 
The truth is that, in many of his creeds and 
deeds, every last one of us is in a minority. It is 
in recognition of this truth, and the fact that 
majority sentiment invariably begins in some 
minority’s sentiment, that our tradition of law 
so zealously protects minorities against the tyran- 
ny of majorities. 

Few Americans—not Mr. Landau and certain- 
ly not the Post-Dispatech—believe that Gerald L. 
K. Smith can directly contribute anything good 
to our society. Yet if we start suppressing the 
Smiths, how, with an entirely possible shift of 
the temporary majority such as happened after 
World War I, can we keep a revived KKK and 
other bitter-end rightists from suppressing, say, 
the American Veterans Committee? And if, as 
Mr. Landau says, we deny ourselves the sight 
of evil counsel at work, how can a majority form 
in support of the better among available choices, 
to “choose democracy’’? 

Those who consider Smith a first-order men- 
ace object that one bad apple can infect a barrel 
of good ones. Smith’s evil, in fact, can infect 
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those few hearers with the chemistry of bigotry 
in their souls. For the vastly larger number, how- 
ever, there is a better allegory in Henry W. 
Nevinson’s charming essay about how catches of 
live codfish arrived at port‘in flabby condition 
until it was discovéred that a catfish or two in 
the tank would annoy them into fitness. 

The Gerald Smiths are social catfish. Despise 
them we well may. Even if it could be done 
without enthroning a precedent for later use 
‘against cleaner and saner minority doctrines, 
however, we should be ill advised to seek their 
destruction. At least, that is so if one assumes 
with us that codfish are a higher order than 
apples and that homo sapiens is a’ cut above the 
cod. ; 
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The Gas Company’s Program 


Attainment of a long-time objective of St. 
Louis gas users and of successive city administra- 


tions is heralded by the gas company’s announce- 


ment that straight natural gas will be made 
available as soon pipe-line enlargement proj- 
ect can be completed) probably in the late sum- 
mer of next year.\ Along with introduction of 
this desirable fuel,‘Laclede proposes a rate re- 
duction for many domestic consumers. 

Both these benefits are welcome, but St. Louis 
has a third and highly important point to watch 
in connection with its fuel supply: assurance that 
adequate coke will be available for the con- 
tinued success of its anti-smoke ordinance. La- 
clede’s plan fortunately includes that vital factor. 

The company intends to keep its coke plant in 
operation, at least so long as the demand for 
that smokeless fuel remains around its present 
price level. It is also disclosed that Laclede 
has a prospective customer for the artificial gas 
manufactured at the plant, so the problem of 
handling the by-product should not handicap 
continued production of coke. 

The rate reduction, the company concedes, 
merely means passing along to consumers its 
own saving from a reduction of charges by its 
supplier, the Mississippi River Fuel Corp., 
which was ordered by the Federal Power Com- 
mission last fall. This reduction, estimated at 
up to 9% per cent for consumers affected, is 
good news, but St. Louisans will feel that the 
company would do well to go ahead and make 
further concessions on its own. 

Such forward-looking reductions would un- 
doubtedly prove to be good business for Laclede 
to stimulate the use of gas for heating, so bring- 
ing a larger volume and greater net return. In- 
creased use of gas would be valuable to the com- 
munity for keeping and expanding its victory 
over smoke. The gas company can make a real, 
contribution to that fight, while increasing its 
own business, by such a promotional rate de- 
crease as many other industries have found so 
successful. 
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Red Cross Under Fire 


The Good Samaritans, especially as personi- 
fied by the Red Cross, have finally run into 
outspoken criticism, although today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion has it that nobody criticizes such 
groups because they mean so well and are so 
respectable. Now along comes the CIO with a 
charge that the Red Cross has “isolated itself 
too long from the people and the community,” 
which also is the specific issue raised in the 
Mirror article by an authority on welfare work. 

In ending its fund-raising agreement with the 
Red Cross, the CIO probably has not hurt the 
sensitivities of Red Cross leaders. But this dis- 
pute does add evidence of the welfare agency's 
not very splendid isolation. It does stress the 
necessity for the Red Cross to work with the 
people, with the communities and with organiza- 
tions which also try to help low-income groups. 

St. Louis had a recent sample of Red Cross 
aloofness when 23 social service workers here 
risked their employment to demand that local 
“malpractices” be corrected. The Red Cross 
thereupon investigated itself twice and gave 
itself a clean bill of health twice, without once 
suggesting that the issue was community busi- 
ness and ought to bear community investigation. 

The Mirror article states that such standoffish 
attitudes have caused welfare agencies to be 
heted by the people they try to help. That may 
be extreme criticism, in view of the long roll 
of good deeds by the Red Cross. Nevertheless, 
there is a growing demand for welfare leaders 
to shake hands with the people. 
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Political Choice on the Draft 


In toying with Selective Service for reasons 
of political expediency, Congress ought to look 
over both shoulders to see where political expe- 
diency is hiding. For if the draft is stopped, 

«Congressmen are likely to face a popular revolt 
that they don’t expect. 

Maybe the Senators and Representatives aren’t 
too concerned that meddling with Selective Serv- 
ice can reduce our Army to slim pickings for 
manpower. Perhaps they aren't worried that a 
draft failure will be a national failure, leaving 
us without the power to support our commit- 
ments across the globe. , 

But they ought to be worried. Gen. Eisen- 
hower, counting on draft extension to supple- 
ment the inadequate flow of volunteers, prom- 
ised discharges by July 1 for the 700,000 men 
whose two-year tours of duty expired in March, 
If that promise now is broken by act of Con- 
gress, irate and politically dangerous blasts will 
result. They will come from the soldiers, who 
rightly feel that. they have done their part, and 
from their families at home. 

If the Congressmen retain the draft, they may 
find that action unpopular among some of their 
constituents. But if Congress does not con- 
tinue thé draft, then the members will hear 
more shouts:of rage this November than they 
have dreamed of. 

That is the thornier alternative that confronts 
Congtfess in considering the draft, not as a prob- 
lem of global policy, but as a matter of rank 
political advantage.

Private welfare agencies are hated by those they seek to help, wife 
of Washington publisher says; work is usually controlled by “best 
people”; says Red Cross is aloof and fails to co-operate with other 
groups; philanthropy needs to work with the people, not for them.

Private social welfare agencies in the 
United States have failed. Their failure 
can be summarized in one glaring fact: 
their social workers are hated by the very 
people they seek to help. ) 


Among these people of the slums the so- 
cial welfare worker is hated because his 
efforts have often been inefficient and hu- 
manly inept. From‘the point of view of 
the slum-dweller, s6cial work is the rich 
man’s device for easing his own conscience, 


The inhabitants of Chicago’s Packing- 
town, notorious throughout the country as 
a center of misery, disease and crime, are 
bitter about our welfare programs. 

“Our Chicago stockyards area has been 
surveyed and researched until we are sick 
of the social worker,” they say. “The battle 
against slum conditions means battling all 
those economic and social forces that cre- 
ate the human cesspool called the slum. 


“Your typical council of social agencies,” 
continue Sthese stockyard workers, “does 


not come to the people of the slums to. 


help them fight their way out of the muck, . 


Most of the social work in Chicago does 
not even reach us. Social work is largely 
a middle-class activity and limited by mid- 
dle-class vision.” 


Self-Help in Stockyards 


Out of the feelings of abandonment and 
despair, these stockyards workers have or- 
ganized their own welfare movement called 
the Back of the Yards Neighborhood Coun- 
cil, which has already spread to St. Paul, 
Cleveland, Kansas City and Omaha. 

It is potentially the most powerful, as it 
is the most democratic, movement for self- 
help that exists in our country. Certainly 
in the five years of its existence it has done 
more to prevent delinquency, to improve 
race relations and the health of children 
than any other social work program. 


The governing boards of the Red Cross 
and the numerous Community Chests dis- 
pense at least $500,000,000 a year, derived 
from nation-wide drives. Many. additional 
millions are also collected in local drives 
for local health and welfare work, and 
countless sums are privately given. 

Who is in a position to criticize these 
voluntary organizations for the manner in 
which that huge sum is used? Nobody, In 
consequence, the results achieved are whol- 
ly out of proportion to the money spent. 


*What yardstick have these groups for 


measuring the effectiveness of their work? 
Practically none, 


Good Will Running Wild 


As a result, six agencies work in the 
same field, while a large proportion of 
needy families and children in every Amer- 
ican community are neglected. Programs 
are duplicated, with competition and jeal- 
ousy rampant, while few of the agencies 
weigh their work in regard to the total 
community need. 

Good will runs wild in this country, In 
the health field alone there are more than 
20,000 private local, state and national 
agencies. Nobody criticizes voluntary 
groups because they mean so well, and be- 
cause they are so respectable. The “best 
people,” so called, are the trustees. 

What private philanthropy needs most, 
both its trustees and its social workers, is 


a complete reorientation of mind and heart. 
It must learn to work with the people, not 
for them. It must become not the cham- 
pion but the voice of the people. 


The term “case worker” itself betrays 
the fact that social workers, both lay and 
professional, have come to rely too exclu- 
sively on what they call “techniques.” They 
look upon themselves as scientists rather 
than as artists who use scientific knowl- 
edge to penetrate the hidden recesses of 
the human soul. People are not “cases,” 
they are human beings. 


Wider Representation Needed 


To make certain that sympathy exists 
among the trustees for the problems of the 
group they are trying to help, some of the 
key people of these very groups should be 
placed on boards of trustees. The notion 
that trustees should consist of a lot of rich 
people who will pay the bill is outmoded. 

It is. impossible, however, to plan for 
greater community solidarity without reck- 
oning with the Red Cross. The Red Cross 
is the perfect symbol of all the shortcom- 
ings of voluntary welfare work, because it 
has preserved the aristocratic, aloof and 
egotistical psychology of private welfare 
organizations to an almost pathological 
degree. 


Our only hope that the Red Cross may 
undergo a change of heart and try to col- 
laborate with other voluntary agencies is 
based on the new leadership of this vener- 
able institution. Already there can be seen 
in its Washington office, and in a few of 
the local chapters, a new and responsive 
attitude toward the wishes of the labor un- 
ions, and a general awareness of the rapid 
democratization that is taking place in the 
feeling of our people. 


A Guide for Welfare Work 


It is evident that far more effective or- 
ganization and administration of all wel- 
fare services is immediately required, on 
a local, state and Federal level. To fur- 
nish a guide for such efforts, a group of 
some 27 experts in government, education, 
health and welfare have drawn up a report 
entitled “The Road to Community Organi- 
zation,” presénted to the President in 1945. 

In the community, this report states, the 
co-ordination of our welfare agencies can- 
not take place in a vacuum. It therefore 
suggests community service centers for in- 
formation or referral—a clearing house of 
social endeavor. 

The report also proposes that there be es- 
tablished in the Federal Government a 
Cabinet post to include education, health, 
welfare and social insurance, 

A report such as this, which connects lo- 
cal welfare work with the need for improv- 
ing our state and Federal governments, 
opens up vistag of responsibility not gener- 
ally contemplated among voluntary wel- 
fare agencies. It indicates that assump- 
tion of local responsibility leads, whether 
we like it or not, to responsibility for the 
welfare of the state and nation.

Writings by 65 Prisoners 
Assembled in an Anthology 


“The Great Prisoners,”” Edited by Isidore Abrame- 
wits, (EZ. P. Dutton & Co., New York.) ‘i 
This is an anthology of literature written 

in prison, in the form of letters, diaries, 

political manifestoes, speeches, poems, plus 
verbatim records of memorable trials. Mest 
of the 65 prisoners represented were non- 
oe and fighters for liberty, so the 

k constitutes a record of the age-long 
struggle for freedom. Others were literary 
men sentenced for non-ideelogical offenses, 
whose prison manuscripts throw light on 
the evolution of renowned talents. 

The anthology ranges in time from So- 
crates, addressing the men of Athens who 
condemned him to drink the hemlock, to 
Leon Blum, defiantly defending the Popular 
Front before the biased magistrates at 
Riom. It ranges in political thinking from 
Hitler, with an extract from “Mein Kampf,” 
written at Landsberg prison, to the Russian 
revolutionaries. It includes scholars such 
as Grotius and Galileo, and a near-illiterate 
Negro share-cropper, Odell Waller, executed - 
in Virginia in 1942 for killing his landlord 
in a quarrel over 50 sacks of wheat. And 
there are many more—St. Paul, Columbus, 
Robert Emmet, O. Henry, John Brown, 
Dreyfus, Debs and Gandhi among them. 

+ - * 


Many of the pieces show how the emo- 
tional experience of imprisonment, and the 
long days spent in thought and self-search- 
ing, heightened their authors’ powers of 
logic and of expression. Whether they 
are pleading for mercy or are stubbornly 
reiterating convictions for which they were , 
condemned, remarkable clarity and force- | 
fulness are often present. Thus, the prison 
letters of Sacco and Vangzetti, despite their 
quaint syntax, can be ranked as literature. 

In the collection are documents valuable 
as reminders of how liberties have been 
gained by the courage of those who dared 
oppose tyranny. William Penn and William 
Mead, Quakers, were tried in London in 
1670 for unlawful assembly, at which Penn 
“did preach and speak.” The jurors refused 
to impose a penalty, whereupon the Judges 
indignantly ordered them to prison along 
with the defendants, A higher court later 
established the right of juries to be im- 
mune from judicial preamary 

a . 


If for nothing else, the book would be 
valuable for presenting the first extended 
English translation of Michael Bakunin’s 
remarkable “Confession to the Czar.” Nich- 
olas I in 1851 asked this revolutionist-pris- 
oner to write the story of his life as can- 
didly as if in the confessional. The fear- 
less Bakunin complied with a document 
duly subservient to the monarch, but blunt 
in telling him of the Russian people's mis- 
eries and of his Government’s corruption. 
The compiler records that the Czar wrote 
approving notations on the manuscript, but 
decided that so clever a fellow should be 
kept behind prison bars. 

Mr. Abramowitz’s book, stimulating 
though it is, would have been improved by 
closer editing. Its great bulk, almost 900 
pages, resulta from letting many of the 
writings run on to virtually unreadable 
length and from the inclusion of numerous 
prison letters devoted to trivia. The idea 
of the anthology is excellent, but shorter 
extracts, more writers and the barring of 
matter remote from the prisoners’ philoso- 
phies would have made a shorter and 


better book. :

Iranian Prime Minister Qavam 
Sultaneh has signed an oil agree- 
ment with the Soviet Government. 

Secretary of State Byrnes has 
upheld the independence of the 
United Nations Security Council 
against Soviet blackmail. He had 
demonstrated -that the Security 
Council is always ready at short 
notice to hear the complaint of 
any member nation. 

Therefore, everybody is happy— 
§sn't it? (as my Dutch friends 
esk). 


Doubts About the Decision. 


It isn’t. Except for the, Soviets 
and their friends and a few legal- 
ists like Secretary Byrnes, nobody 
is happy. There is a general feel- 
ing around the Security Council 
that somehow, somewhere, there 
has been a siip. 

People are referring to the “so- 
Jutions” reached by the late 
league of Nations back in its 
hey-day. Then, too, successful 
“compromises” of disputes  be- 
tween small countries and large 
ones were hailed as “victories.” 
Only they didn’t stay “victories.” 

In their hearts, most of the dele- 
gates and newspaper men gath- 
ered in Hunter College gymna- 
sium share the grave doubts ex- 
pressed by the Australian déle- 
gate: the Security Council has not 
done its job. 

It depends, of course, what you 
think the job was. Secretary 
Byrnes is quoted as saying that 
the job is to “bring about the 
pacific settlement of disputes.” In 
which case, since there has been 
no new shooting, one could speak 
of a success. 


Success of the Russians. 


But is this the right definition? 
Tf it were, then the Munich settle- 
ment that carved up Czechoslo- 
vakia back in 1938 was a triumph. 
It prevented war—for almost a 
year! 

But if—as it is stated in Chap- 
ter I of the United Nations Char- 
ter—the purpose of the United 
Nations is “the suppression of 


acts of aggression” and the set-! 


tlement of disputes “in conform- 
ity with the principles of justice 
and international] law,” then the 
Security Council’s work is clearly 
faulty. 

There is not the slightest dambt 
that the Soviet Union utilized the 
presence of Russian troops on 
Iranian soil successfully (J) to 
set up a puppet autonomous Gov- 
ernment: (2) to bring about the 


OVIET AMBASSADOR GROMYKO is back at the table of the 
He even showed up at Iranian Ambassador 
Ala’s cocktail party. Soviet.troops are withdrawing from Iran. 
If they continue, they should all be out by May 6, 


overthrow .of one Iranian Gov- 
ernment and its substitution by 
another more “friendly” crowd; 
(3) to wring from this Govern- 
ment the kind of oil concession 
that the original Iranian Govern- 
ment refused to grant. 

In other words, the Soviets de- 
manded and got from the Secur- 
ity Council in London last Jan- 
uary enough time to complete 
the squeeze play they had already 
started. They refused to get out\ 
on March 2, according to treaty, 
because the squeeze was not yet 
successful. They are getting out 
now because the blackmail has 
worked. Is this “in conformity 
with the principles of justice and 
international law’? 

From London last January, I 
wired that if the Council gave 
the Soviets time, they would 
“oust the present Iranian Gov- 
ernment by diplomatic and mili- 
tary pressure.” They did just 
that. Ibrahim Takimi had _ to 
yield to Qavam Sultaneh — who 
now finds himself branded by the 
Soviets as a “Fascist” while his 
friends are being arrested by his 
successor’s police. 


Puppet Rule of Iran. 


I further predicted (Jan. 19) 
that the new “friendly” Govern- 
ment “would soon satisfy Soviet 
imperialism by turning over oil 
concessions” and “control of 
Tehran's foreign policy to the 
Soviets.” The oil is being turned 
over, 

In my judgment, Iran's foreign 
policy from now on is going to 
be run from Moscow. The Soviet 
puppet Government in _ Soviet 
Azerbaijan is going to remain. 

American officials who share 
this view ask, “Well, what would 
you have had us do—send 
troops?” 

There is, of course still the 
possibility that the Soviets, hav- 
ing realized the undoubted fact 
that, in obtaining what they call 
“territorial security,” they are 
losing the more important “politi- 
cal security,” will decide to per- 
mit Iran to remain truly inde- 
pendent—to govern itself intern- 
ally as it chooses, make or not 
make such economic concessions 
as it chooses, carry on such (non- 
aggressive) foreign policy as it 
chooses. If so, fine. 

If not, all that will have been 
demonstrated at Hunter College 
(as at London) is that the United 
Nations cannot prevent willful 
aggression by a great power. 

Or didn’t this have to be dem- 
onstrated?

They talk with an almost mystic 
awe of something called the “corn- 
hog balance.” That balance deter- 
mines the amount of grain avail- 
rble for shipment to Europe. 
Therefore it is important for mil- 
lions of hungry Europeans as well 
as for politics and profit here at 
home. ; 

While he was still head of the 
Office of Price Administration, 
Chester Bowles promised farmers 
there would be no decrease in hog 
prices before Sept. 1 of this year. 
That commitment was part of the 
effort to increase meat production. 

But now the pendulum has 
swung the other way. The objec- 
tive is to cut down on the feeding 
of animals so that grain can be 
released for shipment abroad. 
Hogs are being kept on the farm 
today until they fatten to 270 and 
280 pounds, which is very fat even 
for a hog. 


Ingenious Plan by Bowles. 


So that he could stick to his 
promise and still start a move- 
ment of hogs toward the packing 
plants, Bowles came up with an 
ingenious plan. He proposed that 
farmers be paid a premium above 
the ceiling price for lightweight 
hogs. 

At the same time 
mium would be paidon 50,000,000 
bushels of corn. This could be 
done by Government subsidy at 
a cost of not more than $15,000,000. 
The corn could be routed into 
channels where it would serve as 
animal feed and thereby release 
wheat for export. 

Bowles was well aware that this 
would have the look of simply 
caving in to higher price demands. 
Therefore he proposed to counter 
it with an announcement that 
after Sept. 1 the price of hogs 
would be reduced. 

Among those consulted was Sec- 
retary of Commerce Henry A. 
Wallace, one of the high priests 
of the corn-hog balance. Wallace 
felt that it was a sound idea—on 
paper. But he expressed good- 
natured doubt as to whether 
Bowles would have the nerve, in 
the face of the impressive polit- 
ical power of the farm bloc, to 
announce the reduction in hog 
prices which was the key to the 
plan. 

Finally, the proposal reached 
the President. It is said to have 
been debated in his presence with 
Secretary of Agriculture Clinton 
P Anderson, The net result of

Washington have been trying during the last week to wrestle 
with that fat hog, and not too successfully. 


Various important gentlemen in 


that discussion was the curious 
kind of compromise that has so 
often ended these disputes. 

The premium on lightweight 
hogs was approved. So was the 
premium on corn. But, somehow, 
the pay—a decrease in hog prices 
after Sept. 1—got shoved aside. 


Part of a Big Battle. 


This was not, of course, a final 
decision. The debate is still going 
on. Some announcement may be 
made even before this is in print. 

An important faction within the 
Department of Agriculture favors 
a 25 per cent increase in corn 
prices. During the last three 
years, the price of corn has inched 
up about 10 per cent. An abrupt 
jump of 25 per cent would ob- 
viously have “an immediate and 
marked effect on the cost of liv- 
ing. Bowles contends it would 
boost the cost-of-living index by 
5 per cent within a short time. 


The struggle over the corn-hog 
balance is part of the broad battle 
over commodity prices. That bat- 
tle is rooted in the power of the 
farm bloc in Congress. It has 
many fronts. 

One front is cotton. The ques- 
tion was whether cotton specula- 
tion should be curbed by Govern- 
ment action. Secretary Anderson 
has many friends among the 
Southern Democrats from his 
service in the House. He was 
most reluctant to go along with 
any move to raise margins on the 
purchase of cotton futures—one 
way to put a brake on a booming 
cotton market that has sent the 


PATIENTS ‘EDUCATION 
BY DENTISTS: ADVISED 


Group, Meeting Here, Urged 
to Avoid “Idle Talk” 
During Treatments. 


The Missouri -State Dental As- 
sociation, no in convention at 
Hotel Jefferson, turned today to 
clinical demonstrations of dental 
techniques after a session last 
night devoted to the _ larger 
sociological and economic aspects 
of the profession. 

They were advised last night by 
Robert W. Bolwell, a professor of 
American literature and dean of 
the graduate school at George 
Washington University, Washing- 
ton, D. C., to avoid the usual small 
talk, while treating patients, in 
favor of an “educational” cam- 
paign. 

Speaking on “The Layman and 
Dentistry’s Future,” Bolwell 
pointed out that the dentist him- 
self could be his own public re- 
lations expert in publicizing the 
many services he performs for his 
patients. 

He warned that “socialized den- 
tistry” is already here and urged 


administered by men drawn from 
the profession rather than by 
politicians, 

It was pointed out by Joseph 
D. Lohman, assistant professor of 
sceciology at the University of 
Chicag>, second speaker of the 
evening, that dentists of the 
United States are obtaining 40 per 
cent of their income from the 
upper tenth of the population and 
a bare 20 per cent from the lower 
one-helf. During prosperous 
peace times, more than 37 per 
cent of America’s dentists re- 
ceived less than $3000 in net in- 
come, he said. 

In the light of these facts, he 
asked his audience to consider 
three questions: ‘ 

“J. Is it right in present-day 
American society that people 
should have to forego or postpone 
health services for economic rea- 
sons? 

“2. Is it right that physicians 
and dentists should have to com- 
p-'> for profit over things of such 
moment as the sickness or health 
preservation of its individual citi- 
zens? 

“3. Is it possible any longer to 
support the principle that general 
practice should remain individ- 
ualistic, competitive and indepen- 
aent of any form of collective 
action, governmental .or  other- 
wise?” 

The Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill 
for establishment of health serv- 
ices on a national basis was de- 
scribed as a challenge to the pro- 
fessions which they could not 
evade. It is one more manifesta- 
tion, he said, of the demand by 
large numbers of our citizens to 
achieve a measure of security in 
an,insecure urban-industrial: civ- 
ilization, and specific objections 
to it could not rule out the prin- 
ciple of collective action toward a 
solution of the problem it at- 
tacked, 

The dental profession must for- 
mulate a concept of minimum 
care which can be applied to the 
nation-at-large, he said, and it 
must face the implications of its 
program of dental education. 

“Dentistry can only address the 
lowest economic levels logically 
and realistically if it also permits 
and, indeed, welcomes a _ consid- 
eration of democratic methods of 
organization in the provision of 
payments by those otherwise un- 
able to respond to dentistry’s edu- 
cational message,” ‘he said. 

One of the recurrent themes of 
the convention was sounded yes- 
terday by Dr. Ralph L. Ireland, 
of Lincoln, Neb., president of the 
American Society of Dentistry for 
Children, when he called for more 
and better dentistry for children. 

Warning that unless dentists 
give more time and skill to chil- 
dren, some other health agency 
will assume _ responsibility for 
them, he said the first examina- 
tion should be made when the 
child is two and one-half to three 
years old. He urged more atten- 
tion to the preservation of the 
primary teeth than has been here- 
tofore given.

MOVIE DEMONSTRATED 


300 Teachers Are Audience 
at Class for 40 Sixth- 
Graders. 


Elves running. and _ sliding 
through a turnstile were employed 
to illustrate the flow of electrical 
current through a meter in a new 
type of educational film demon- 


strated yesterday to a sixth-grade 
science class and more than 300 
teachers by Dr. Walter A. Wittich, 
director of the bureau of visual 
instruction of the University of 
Wisconsin. 

Forty pupils of Mann School sat 
before a motion-picture screen on 
the auditorium stage at Southwest 
High School at the first session of 
a three-day audio-visual education 
conference sponsored by teacher 
groups here, Dr. Wittich passed 
among them with a portable mi- 
crophone and let them describe to 
the audience their notions about 
electrons and volts and amperes 
before and after viewing the color 
sound movie. 

“Films and other devices used 
to illuminate and dramatize in- 
struction are not. sacred,” Dr. 
Wittich explained, as he stopped 
the film and ran it back over 
difficult parts, or “cut out” the 
sound track to explain a point in 
simpler language. “Books, dia- 
grams and,films are servants of 
the teacher. He uses every tech- 
nique obtainable at his own dis- 
cretion.” 

Many dubious teachers agreed 
with the demonstrator’s admission 
before the showing that he was 
going “out on a limb” in attack- 
ing so difficult a subject as elec- 
tricity for a sixth-grade study 
group. The critical audience was 
made up of members of the St. 
Louis Association for Childhood 
Education and representatives of 
Washington University and Har- 
ris and Stowe Teachers’ Colleges.

sylvania, its rich mountain prov- 
ince, it has on its hand a large, 
angry group of Hungarians and a 
smaller but equally defiant race 
of Swabians, or transplanted Ger- 
mans. 

Additionally, the dictatorships 
under King Carol before the war 
called into being the legionnaire 
or Iron Guard movement, a 
mystic force which can be likened 
to the Ku Klux Klan and which 
touched something responsive in 
a very large group of younger 
Romanians. 

The Government also killed off 
by vendetta, the bulk of the po- 
litical leadership which might 
have been able to take the reins 
of government in these troubled 
times. 

All of these factors, taken to- 
gether, have left the country in 
a near moral vacuum, in which 
the spirit of devil-take-the-hind- 
most has become almost a reli- 
gion. 

Democratic privileges and re- 
sponsibilities are considered sec- 
ondary to personal gain, and po- 
litical chicanery remains an in- 
tegral part of government, 

Perhaps Romania, which failed 
to produce democracy in times of 
plenty, will find democracy in ad- 
versity. But it has far to go—and 
a suspicious neighbor which pre- 
fers Communism.

Board). And “the p poor devil is re- 
quired, with this confused set-up, 
to administer armed forces which 
will under present plans total over 
1,700,000 officers and men, though 
previously the full effort of two 
Cabinet officers and two Depart- 
ments have been needed to admin- 
ister forces which have rarely, in 
peacetime, exceeded 250,000. This 
is not unification. This is just 
confusion worse confounded. 

One could go on and on with 
the details of thic legislative at- 
tempt to reconcile two irrecon- 
cilable principles—that of straight- 
forward unification under a single 
command, and that of co-ordinated 
effort for the. accomplishment of 
common objectives. You can have 
unity, or you can have co-ordina- 
tion, but you cannot have both. 
If I were an ardent advocate of 
unification, this bill would give 
me the creeps, because if it is en- 
acted into law it will bring the 
advocates of unification to cruel 
disrepute in the course of a year 
or two, to say nothing of gravely 
endangering the safety of the 
United States. What is needed 
now is reasonable and intelligent 
compromise, and not more argu- 
ment. 

And compromise is possible.

These singular utterances, 
which caused more senatorial in- 
dignation than any remarks made 
on the floor in recent memory, 
were as frankly critical of what 
Truman and Byrnes are doing as 
any Pravda editorial.

Enthusiasm for Pep- 
per is so great that the CIO-PAC 
committee working for the mini- 
mum wage law insisted on his 
being chosen as Administration 
liaison man on the hill. This was 
done in the face of a warning that 
the President’s lack of enthusiasm 
for his former colleague was such 
that he customarily described him 
in language it would not be well 
to print. As for Wallace, it is en- 
tirely possible that he may leave 
the Cabinet if the CIO-PAC left- 
wingers finally come to open war 
on the Administration.

Depreciation of Property Val- 
ues Reported Feared 
by Residents. 


Opposition to the location of 16 
quonset huts to be used for houses 
for Negro veterans at Hickory 
street and Theresa avenue was ex- 


pressed today by both white and 
Negro residents of the neighbor- 
hood at a hearing before the 
Board of Public Service. 

An order for erection of the huts 
has been issued by the Federal 
Housing Public Administration. 
The board previously had approved 
locating huts at the site, which was 
originally acquired by the city asa 
playground for Negro children. 

Walter L. Brady, lawyer, who 
said he represented white prop- 
erty owners in the area, told the 
board the benefits resulting from 
the erection of 16 huts for 32 
families would be small com- 
pared to the resultant deprecia- 
tion of property values. 

‘He doubted the legality of the 
city’s investing funds in real es- 
tate, and said “that is something 
the courts might decide in an in- 
junction proceeding.” He did not 
amplify the statement. 

J. Claybourne Bush, Negro 
lawyer, who said he represented 
the St. Louls Civic Improvement 
Association, said a playground was 
badly needed for residents of the 
neighborhood, and that the city 
should take steps to provide a 
playground this summer in the 
same area if the site is to be used 
for the huts. 


The board approved four con- 
tracts for the preparation of 
plans and specifications for two 
construction projects. A contract 
for $28,000 was awarded to Sver- 
drup and Parcel, engineers, for the 
preparation of plans for the pro- 
jected Grand boulevard viaduct, 
between Papin and Market 
streets. Contracts totaling $13,350 
were awarded to three concerns 
for preparation of plans for a new 
administration building at Koch 
Hospital, in St. Louis county. 


203 LAID OFF; FIRM BLAMES

Inability to obtain repair ma- 
terials at present Office of Price 
Administration ceilings has_ re- 
sulted in dismissal of 203 car re- 
pair mechanics by the American 
Refrigerator Transit Co., Thir- 
teenth and Olive streets, and may 
lead to another 180 being laid off 
next week, O. M. Stevens, pres- 
ident, said today.

GETS PRESS CITATION 


y 
Says Leigh - White Report 
Threatens Liberties of In- 
dividual Reporters. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 16 (AP) 
~The Poor Richard Club today 
presented a citation to John S. 
Knight for his achievements as 
president of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors during the 
war years, 

Knight, publisher of a number 
of newspapers, told the luncheon 
meeting in an address of accept- 
ance that the Leigh-White report 
of the Commission on Freedom of 
the Press was an “ominous de- 
velopment which threatens the 
liberties of individual reporters 
and correspondents.” 

The citation was “in recognition 
of his outstanding services to his 
country during World War IT as 
Maison officer in London between 
the United States Office of Cen- 
sorship and the British Ministry 
of Information” and for “his fore- 
sight and determination as presi- 
dent of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors” in promoting 
freedom of the press on an inter- 
national scale. 

As A.S.N.E. president, Knight 
fostered the world tour of three 
Representatives to examine and 
report on the relationship of the 
press and government in foreign 
countries. The later Leigh-White 
report, sponsored by the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Henry Luce, 
publisher of Time, Life and For- 
tune, differed sharply from that 
of the A.S.N.E. committee. 

Knight referred specifically to 
the Leigh-White advocacy of a 
“permanent international agency 
functioning as an autonomous 
part of the U.N. to deal with mass 
communications.” 

“Actually,” said Knight, “that 
means the creation of a super- 
visory body which would attempt 
to pass judgment upon the activ- 
ities of our press associations 
abroad and the shackling of cor- 
respondents, who in the eyes of 
this international czar, were filing 
dispatches that jeopardized the 
peace of the world. 

“The same hazard to freedom of 
reporting is contained in the com- 
mission’s suggestion that. under 
the ‘ideal’ setup they have in 
mind, all foreign correspondents 
would be accredited to the U.N. 
under a code of self-discipline in 
which a violator of the code would 
be tried by his fellow journalists.”

You'd start some outside chore and, 
a ne: and, just as it was 

well under way, be 

driven in by the 

rain. Then you 

would decide on 

some small job to 

be done in the shop 

and out would come 

the sun. Finally I 

pulled on my rain- 

coat, left Mama 

reading beside the 

fire and hiked over 

for a look at the 

pond and a round 

of the field and 

woods to see what 

wildflowers were in 

vy bloom, We've been 

too busy to watch them day by day this season. 
I found that the grass which we'd planted on 
the big dam of the pond—900 cubic yards of 
earth were scooped up to build it—were getting 
off to a good start. When he sowed it, George 
had harrowed over the whole dry surface of the 
pond’s bottom, as well as the slope of the dam, 
so that the seed would catch. The oats are up 
and the timothy is showing. The English rye 
and bluegrass were planted later, but these 
Showers have been just enough to push the seed 
down into the soil without washing it off. The 
backwall of the dam is pretty steep and it may 
be that, in the end, we will have to do some 
sodding here. We also hope to get some old 
grass and straw scattered across the dam and 
even in the pond so that it will pack the clay 
and eventually furnish food for the aquatic 


plants.

CHIPPER AND RANDY are over at the 
kennel, getting their regular dipping, and my 
walk seems strangely solitary without them. 
Generally Randy is there, ranging far out ahead 
and swinging back now and then to make sure 
he hasn’t Jost us. Chipper, the cocker, stays 
elose by, busily quartering back and forth 
through the heavy grass or undergrowth and 
taking in each new smell of field mouse, shrew 
er chipping sparrow with great delight. 


A flock of juncos along the creek gives her 
a thrill, though she never seems quite able to 
figure out why she can’t catch at least one of 
them as they fly along above the weeds, just out 
of reach. Rarely she will bounce a rabbit out 
of its bed—and is that fun! She fairly squeals 
as she takes out in hot pursuit and jumps high 
into the air to see where cottontail has gone 
after she has lost the scent. But not belonging 
to the hound family, she'll never follow a ground 
trail very far. 
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OVER IN THE WOODS, the wild phlox and 
geranium make a colorful carpet and our dog- 
wood tree blooms in graceful tiers. This wood- 
land must have been pastured heavily and 
burned over in years past, for we have only a 
few dogwoods. They seem to suffer from graz- 
ing more than most of the smaller trees. In this 
particular wood are many small horsechestnuts, 
hackberries and some young hickories all start- 
ing to make a showing now that there is no 
livestock to mow them down. Along the border 
between field and woodland, the redbud has 
finished-Blooming, but I find more wild crab- 
apple| trees with their lovely pink blossoms than 
we had ever realized were there. 


Hawthorn hasn’t started to flower yet, but 
it and the wild holly are leafing out. I decided 
to bring a bouquet back to the house for Mama 
to enjoy. since now the rain seems about to set 
in for the afternoon. In this one area of the 
woods are many varieties of wildflower. Here 
{is the wild hyacinth, its long spike of delicate 
fiowerlets opening gradually from the base of 
the cluster’ where they may have already fin- 
ished blooming, up to the tip where they are 
still tightly closed. The color is a blue or laven- 
der so pale it is almost white. The flower-spike 
rises straight up from its cluster of slim, gray- 


green leaves. 
. 
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NOW THE TALL May-apple rises above the 
carpet of deeply serrated blood-root leaves which 
have grown to ful] size since the flowers are 
gone. The May-apple spreads out like an um- 
brella, hiding its single, waxy white flower be- 
neath the leaf unless you look sharply to see it. 
Purple trillium is at the peak of its season now, 
and stands erect with the three-petalled blossom 
curled above the three mottled leaves. It is 
natural that trillium, like Jack-in-the-pulpit, 
should have gained many “folk-names” because 
of its interesting way of flowering and the ones 
I like best are “wake-robin” and “three sisters.” 


The Dutchman’s Breeches, like the bloodroot, 
flowered early and are gohe, with only the lacy 
foliage to tell where they bloomed. There is 
another of my favorites for which someone 
should coin a pleasanter common name and that 
is the bellwort. It grows in the deep shade, like 
many of the other .spring wildflowers, and its 
pale-yellow flower hangs downward beneath its 
leaves, for all the world like some shy woodland 
sprite. The wild ginger is blooming, too, under 
its round, flat leaves with its inconspicuous 
purple-brown flower nearly always hidden in the 
leaf mold on the forest floor. But the Jack-in- 
the-pulpits are late and only their leaves are 
showing in the damp, mossy corner where they 
blossom each spring. 
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IT IS RAINING HARD by the time I’ve 
found them all and I cross the creek and hurry 
for home to get the chores done and strip out 
of wet clothes and join Mama beside the fire. 
A toddy? You wouldn't expect a fellow to risk 
catching cold, would you? And while I wouldn’t 
call that a particularly busy or industrious after- 
noon, at least it was a peaceful one. Tomorrow 
will be clear and time enough to buckle down 
to work again. Tonight I think we’H just pile 
a few more logs on the fire and dig into that 
stack of magazines over in the corner. There 
is an order to get off to L. L. Bean, the sports- 
men’s outfitters at Freeport, Maine, whose new 
spring catalogue has just come in. The garden 
books are here and it’s high time we order some 
more seeds. And even if all that should get 
finished before bedtime, my fishing tackle box 
has been standing for weeks, waiting to be gone 
over and straightened out and a list made of 
what we need before the bass season opens. The 
fact is, we always find plenty to do at Possum 
Trot on a rainy evening.

N easy, interesting and excel- 
Aue way to prepare chicken 

is Chinese style. You will 
notice in the first period of cook- 
ing described in today’s recipe 
the chicken is uncovered and is 
basted much like barbecued 
chicken with the soy sauce. It 
is important that one watch the 
chicken, taking care that the heat 
is not too high and the sauce 
does not dry up and the chicken 
scorch. If there is any indica- 
tion that this is going to happen, 
turn heat lower, or add a little 
water to keep the.bottom of the 
casserole moist with sauce. The 
vegetables are cooked a short 
time but they will cook suffi- 
ciently. They will be a trifle 
crisp but this is essential to give 
the authentic Chinese appearance 
and flavor. 

A much speedier method to cook 
this chicken would be to strip 
the raw meat from the chicken 
carcass and cut it into julienne 
strips. The meat should be cov- 
ered and placed in a casserole 
and the sauce applied in the 
same way, but the cooking would 
be accomplished in 15 to 20 min- 
utes instead of 35 to 40 minutes, 
Chinese Chicken. 


Sauce: one-fourth cup salad oil, 
one-third cup vinegar; one and 
one-half cups tomato juice, one- 
fourth cup soy sauce, one-eighth 
teaspoon dry mustard, one table- 
spoon sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, three to four drops tobasco, 

Combine all ingredients, mix 
thoroughly and heat to boiling. 
Remove from heat but keep hot 
until ready to use. 

Chicken mixture: Two and one- 
half to three pounds frying chick- 
en, one green pepper, two cups 
coarsely diced celery, one-half 


pound mushrooms, one pound jar . 


bean sprouts, one bunch green 
onions left whole with some of 
the tops removed, one tablespoon 
cornstarch, two tablespoons cold 
water,* four and one-half cups 
cooked rice (about one and one- 
half cups raw). 

Have chicken well-cleaned and 
cut into quarters. Place in shal- 
low baking dish skin side down 
and pour half the sauce over 
chicken. Place in hot oven (400 
degrees F.) and bake 30 minutes 
basting chicken occasionally. Turn 
chicken skin side up, then pour 
remaining sauce. Reduce 
heat to 325 degrees and bake 30 to 
35 minutes longer or until chicken 
is done, basting frequently with 
sauce. Meanwhile cut green pep- 
per, in half, remove seeds and 
membranes, then cut into sixths. 


Wash mushrooms quickly, then 
slice. There should be about two 
and one-hajf cups. Add bean 
sprouts with liquid (about one 
cup), then place other vegetables 
in group around chicken. Bake 
15 minutes longer gently lifting 
the vegetables, each in separate 
heaps, until thoroughly mixed 
with sauce. Remove chicken and 
vegetables to serving dish. If de- 
sired thicken sauce with corn- 
starch blended with water. Pour 
over chicken and _ vegetables. 
Serve with rice. Four servings.

Blend two tablespoons flour 
with one-fourth cup water, stir in 
one and one-half cups evaporated 
milk, and add to the onions; add 
three tablespoons butter and cook 
with constant stirring until the 
mixture thickens. Gradually stir 
hot mixture into three well beaten 
eggs, mixing thoroughly. Pour 
into four greased one-cup molds 
or baking dishes, set in a pan of 
shallow hot water, and bake in a 
moderately slow oven (325 de- 
grees F.) for 20 to 30 minutes, or 
until a sharp knife inserted in the 
center of a custard comes out 
clean. Serve hot. Four servings. 
These custards may be unmolded 
and served with tomato sauce,

One pound or two small pork 
hearts, salt, pepper, flour, two ta- 
blespoons, butter or margarine,

last syllable “ah” or a flat “a”?

Answer: Restaurant is a French 
loan-word that means literally 
“that which restores.” For in- 
stance the French will say: # vin 
est un bon restaurant, “Wine is a 
good restorer.” In a figurative 

sense, the French also use restau- 
rant as we do—to designate a 
public eating place. In the French 
pronunciation the “n” and “t” are 
silent, and the .word ends with 
“rah” nasalized, thus: res-toe- 
RAH(N),. 

The frequently heard American 
pronunciation, “RESS-tuh-rawnt,” 
is an imperfect try at the French 
pronunciation. However, Ameri- 
can dictionaries list the third syl- 
lable with a neutral or obscure 
vowel sound like the “a” of sofa, 
thus: RESS-toe-runt. 

Note. The dictionaries use var- 
ious symbols for the neutral (uh)) 
sound of vowels: in Webster’s “a” 
of -rant is an italic letter and is 
not a Roman letter like this: a. 
In Funk & Wagnalls’, the neutral 
vowel is represented by an upside- 
down “e.” In the New Century, 
the obscure “a” of -rant is an “a” 
with two dots underneath, etc.

Vegetables in Leftover Dishes 


These Foods Tasteful ‘and Attractive When Prepared Properly

OUSEWIVES can make a 
H eetinite saving in their food 
budgets by serving vegetables 
in leftover dishes. With the right 
preparation, these dishes can be 
tasteful and attractive. 
Leftover vegetables, however, 
should be handled carefully. There 
is less vitamin ioss if they are 
used in salads rather than re- 
heated. If you wish them hot, 
use a double boiler or heat them 
rapidly in a heated fat, liquid 
or sauce. A leftover vegetable 
may be combined with a freshly 
cooked one: celery and carrots; 
succotash with lima or string 
beans; or corn with tomatoes, 
green pepper and onion. 
Leftover Vegetables With Cheese. 


Combine cooked leftover vege- 
tables. Add to them raw vege- 
tables—celery, chopped; green 
peppers shredded; carrots, grated 
or. cubed, etc, 

The addition of raw vegetables 
is optional. Moisten the vege- 
tabls with stock, milk, tomato 
juice or soup. Season them with 
salt, paprika. Place them in a 
shallow greased dish. Sprinkle 
them with bread crumbs and 
grated cheese. Cook them in a 
moderate oven (375 degrees) until 
they are well heated and the 
cheese is melted, 


Next to potatoes and tomatoes, 
spinach is probably the most con- 
vertible of all vegetables. 

There is cream of spinch soup 
or well-seasoned creamed spinach 
(try a hint of garjic). Try baking 
(in a moderate oven) eggs broken 
onto a bed of creamed spinach 
with grated cheese on top. You 
may make a spinach ring, souffle 
or timbale. To make spinach au 
gratin, spread cooked spinach in 
a thin layer on an oven-proof 


’ bers, 
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dish, cover with grated ' cheese, 
season with paprika, salt and a 
few grains of cayenne, pour two 
or three tablespoons of cream 
over it and broil till the cheese is 
melted. 


Creamed Potato Ring. 


This ring can make a good one- 
dish meal, Prepare creamed po- 
tatoes (one-half as much sauce 
as there are potatoes). Add 
chopped parsley, minced onion or 
chives (optional). You may also 
add bits of meat, fish or left-over 
vegetables. Pack the potatoes 
into a greaséd ring mold. Chill 
them for six hours or more. Bake 
them in a 400-degree oven. In- 
vert them onto a hot plate. Fill 
the center with hash or a green 
vegetable, buttered. 


Vegetable Cases, 


There is one for every season. 
Tomatoes, peppers, onions, egg- 
plant, acorn squash, summer 
squash, turnips, avocados, cucum- 
pimentos, baked potatoes 
and carrots may be filled with 
left over meat, fish, potatoes, rice 
or vegetables, alone or in some 
good combination. Moisten these 
ingredients with gravy, cream 
sauce, butter, eggs, bacon fat, 
milk or cream and combine then 
with dry bread, breadcrumbs, on- 
ions, nut ats, etc. 

Before being filled, peppers are 
par-boiled for five minutes or so; 
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acorn squash boiled or baked till 
tender; onions are boiled until 
nearly tender; soO are cucumber 
cases; the scooped out pulp of 
eggplant is boiled till tender, then 
the shell is filled with a mixture 
of the pulp and leftover food. 

Try peppers stuffed with left- 
over spahgetti or macaroni and 
cheese; onions filled with péas; 
tomatoes filled with mashed po- 
tatoes or a fish mixture; or acorn 
squash filled with creamed spin- 
ach, 

Aspic Salads. 

Another good way to transform 
leftovers. Cooked fish or meat, 
vegetables and hard-cooked eggs 
are often used. The addition of 
something crisp and raw such as 
diced celery, rgated carrot or 
shredded cabbage makes for tex- 
ture contrast. Here is the basic 
recipe for five servings: 


Soak three-fourths tablespoon 
gelatine in one-fourth cup cold 
stock, Dissolve it in one-fourth 
cup boiling stock. Add this to one- 
half cup cold stock, two table- 
spoons vinegar or one and one- 
half tablespoons lemon juice, salt, 
paprika, celery salt, one-half tea- 
spoon sugar (optional), 


If the aspic is to cover unsea- 
soned food make the gelatine mix- 
ture “peppy.” Chill it and when 
it is about to set combine it with 


one and one-half cups solid in- 
gredients. 

Pour the aspic into a wet mold 
and chill it unfll it is firm, Un- 
mold it on lettuce leaves and 
serve it with or without boiled 
we cream horseradish dress- 
ng. 

For an emergency aspic substi- 
tute beef cubes (one cube to one 
cup boiling water) or canned 
buillon for the stock. 


Quick Tomato Aspic. 


The following recipe wiil give 
eight servings (without the addi- 
tion of solid ingredients): Soak 
two tablespoons gelatine in one- 
half cup cold tomato juice. Dis- 
solve it in three and one-half 
cups hot tomato juice. 


Tomato juice varies. Taste the 
aspic to see whether additional 
seasoning is required. Lemon 
juice is good, so is a teaspoonful 
of chopped or dried herbs, prefer- 
ably basil. Chill the aspic. When 
it is about to set add one or two 
cupfuls of solid ingredients — a 
choice or combination of sliced 
olives, chopped celery, chopped 
green peppers, grated or chopped 
carrots, chopped meat, flaked fish, 
well-drained oysters, etc. + You 
may add horseradish or Worces- 
tershire sauce. Chill the aspic un- 
til it is firm. Unmold it and serve 
it with boiled dressing or sweet 
or sour cream dressing,

North feared that his partner 
was counting on him for two 
stoppers in diamonds, hence, when 
doubled at three no trump, North 
“ran” to four spades. He soon 
found that he had escaped a slight 
accident only to meet a catas- 
trophe! 

West opened the jack of din- 
monds. Declarer went up with the 
ace and, in a frantic effort to save 
a trick, led to his heart ace and 
finessed on a heart return to 
dummy. East won and cashed.two 
diamonds, West discarding a club. 

Now, certain that a ruff and a 
discard would do declarer no 
good, even if he chose to take it, 
East continued with the fourth 
round of diamonds. Declarer, not 
having a worthwhile discard to 
make, ruffed with the spade ten, 
only to be over-ruffed by Weat's 
jack. West led his remaining club; 
East won with the ace and re- 
turned a club. West ruffed this 
with his four of trumps, and the 
trump ace accounted for the 
fourth undertrick. 

The 1100 point penalty was con- 
siderably worse than what could 
have happened at three no trump, 
There the penalty would have been 
only 500 points. 

North should have realized that 
West would not have doubled 
three no trump unless he was well 
prepared to take care of four 
spades, the announced “escape 
suit.”
